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Direct talks will be difficult, says Iran 

UN teams arrive to 
prepare for truce 


TEHRAN, Aug 10, (Agen- 
cies): United Nations officials 
arrived in Tehran and Bagh- 
dad today to prepare for an 
Aug 20 Gulf war ceasefire, 
but a senior Iranian diplomat 
said the ensuing direct peace 
talks with Iraq will be very 
difficult 

Also today, Tehran Radio 
reported that Iraqi warplanes 
violated Iranian airspace in the 
southwest of the country. No 
bombing was reported. 

The radio also reported Iran 
continued to send fresh troops to 
the war front 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency and other Iraqi reports, 
did not mention any such 
movements by the Air Force. 

Monitor 

Five members of the UN Iran- 
iraq Military Observer Group, 
(UNIIMOG), arrived in the 
Iranian capital and were holding 
talks with officials to prepare for 
the arrival of hundreds of truce 
observers. 

The observers will initially 
work in the southern and western 
areas of the country to monitor 
military movements until the

ceasefire starts, the Islamic 
Republic News Agency repor- 
ted. 

Another five UN officials 
arrived in Baghdad, sources 
dosed to the delegation said in 
the Iraqi capital. They said 
another six would arrive on 
Friday , with more to arrive in the 
following days. 

The full contingent of 350 
observers from 24 countries is 
expected to be in place within a 
week, well before the scheduled 
ceasefire date, according to UN 
officials. 

Compensation 

Five days after the ceasefire 
begins on Aug 20, delegations 
from Iran and Iraq will meet in 
Geneva for face-to-face peace 
talks under the auspices of Perez 
de Cuellar. The talks will take 
place at least at the foreign mini- 
sters' level. 

Cyrus Nasseri, head of the. 
Iranian mission to the United 
Nations in Geneva, said that 
there was hope for a lasting peace 
in the region if there was a 
“positive response from the 
international community” to the 
issues at stake. 

“The talks in Geneva are going 


to be very difficult," he told an 
international conference organ- 
ised by Iran to discuss “aggres- 
sion and defence.” 

“Iran's rights have to be 
preserved,” he said, using Iran's 
shorthand for its demand that 
Iraq be identified as starting the 
war. I ran also wants “compensa- 
tion for aggression.” 

The Security Council today 
approved the secretary-general's 
list of the 24 nations sending 
officers to monitor the ceasefire. 

The nations are: Argentina, 
Australia, Austria, Bangladesh, 
Canada, Denmark, Finland, 
Ghana, Hungary, Indonesia, 
India, Ireland, Italy, Kenya, 
Malaysia, New Zealand, 
Nigeria, Norway, Poland, Sen- 
egal, Sweden, Turkey, Yugo- 
slavia and Zambia. 

Next Tuesday, the General 
Assembly will reconvene in 
special session to approve fund- 
ing for Iran-Iraq ceasefire mon- 
itoring group, UN spokes- 
woman Nadia Yotmes said. The 
special session is expected to last 
two days. 

Lq Washington, White House 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
said today that Gulf Arab states 
would be urged to donate a sub- 
stantial portion of the peace- 


keeping effort's cost. 

“Well be giving the same mes- 
sage to other countries like Japan 
and others who have an interest 
in the Gulf,” Fitzwater said. 

A UN spokesman said that the 
world body would run out of 
money before October if coun- 
tries which owe dues fail to pay 
their arrears. 

In a report to the 15-member 
Security Council yesterday, 
Perez de Cuellar estimated the 
force’s cost at S74 million. 

“I simply do not have the 
money for this,” he said. 

• Obligation 

The total of unpaid contribu- 
tions to the UN budget by mem- 
ber nations is $602 million, 
including $467 million owed by 
the United States. America is 
assessed more than $200 milli on 
a year, a quarter of the annual 
UN budget. 

“I think the United States will 
meet its obligations and make its 
payments,” US Ambassador 
Vernon Walters said yesterday. 

Perez de Cuellar announced 
the ceasefire date after Iraq gave 
up its demand for face-to-face 
talks with Iran as a precondition

Pakistani 
woman 
acquitted 
of adultery 

KARACHI. Aug 10, (AP): A 
woman convicted of adultery 
and sentenced last year to death 
by stoning, to death has been 
acquitted following a retrial. 

“I have started a new life, I 
prayed to God who helped me 
and my husband get justice,” 
Shahida Parveen said yesterday 
after her acquittal the day before. 
An Islamic court had sentenced 
her to stoning. 

Her husband, Mohammad 
Sarwar, who was also her cousin, 
was also charged with adultery 
after Parveen ’s former spouse 
claimed he had never divorced 
her. . 

It was reported that then- 
Prime Minister Mohammad 
Khan Junejo became involved in 
the case after articles on the case 
were given to him. 

Investigation 

An investigation was launched- 
and in February a retrial was 
ordered. 

Islamic law demands a confes- 
sion or four witnesses to prove 
adultery. The retrial revealed 
Parveen had not confessed and 
there were no witnesses to the 
alleged crime. 

The adultery charge was 
brought by Khushi Mohammad. 
Parveen said she and Khushi 
were divorced in April 1986 
because she could not have chil- 
dren and he wanted to marry 
another woman. 

Parveen, a carpenter's daugh- 
ter, was only 13 when shemarried 
Khushi then 40. 

Man survives plunge 

DARWIN, Aug 10. (AP): A 
skydiver suffered nothing worse 
than some broken bones after 
plunging 3,600 metres (11,800 
feet) when his two parachutes 
failed to open, but says he will 
continue the sport 

“I intend jumping again,” said 
34-year-old Greg Wright, who is 
recovering in Royal Darwin 
Hospital after his main chute 
failed to open on Saturday. 


Six days through 



BAGHDAD, Aug 10, (AP): An 
Iraqi pilot shot down over Iran 
said today he trekked home, 
wounded and thirsty, for six days 
through enemy territory, accom- 
panied by a black and white bird. 

Kassem Hassan Hamid A1 
.Dulayni told a conference of 
local reporters he became so thir- 
sty he had to drink his own urine 
and twice narrowly evaded cap- 
ture on his 25-mile (40- 
kilometre) journey to the rugged 
central border. 

His account was carried by the 
official Iraqi News Agency. 

“It was God who gave me 
patience and faith,” the Air 
Force captain said. 

He also said “I recalled the 
movie about President Saddam 
Hussein” who escaped arrest 
after being wounded while tak- 
ing part in an assassination 
attempt against former President 
Abdul Karim Qassem. 

Accompanied* " 

“It was a very good omen for 
me that 1 was accompanied on 
my journey by a very strange 
bird, a bird with black and white 
feathers,” A1 Dulayni said. 

The pilot told reporters be was 
shot down inside Iranian 
territory and was forced to eject 
from his jet. He did not describe 
the date or precise location. 

He said he suffered injuries to 
his left arm, left leg and his neck. 

“When I landed on the 
ground, I didn't find any trace of 
the Iranians .... I didn't get 
caught, so I decided to do the 


impossible and return to the 
homeland.” 

He said he climbed a peak 
three miles (five kilometres) 
away to reconnoiter the area, and 
found a cave in which to sleep. 

In the morning, he said, he 
looked out over “a difficult and 
rugged” land, but set out for the 
west and the Iraqi border, using a 
compass for bearings. 

“I was really very thirsty, so I 
was forced to drink my own 
urine, although 1 knew it was 
dangerous,” he said. “But it was 
hot and I couldn't avoid it. 

Uniform 

He said he felt feverish for 
much of the journey, and to cool 
off dug a hole in the ground in 
which to sleep. 

He said his greeD uniform 
twice helped him blend into the 
grassy surroundings and evade 
capture by a passing Iranian 
patrol and later by a tank. 

“When I reached the Himreen 
mountains (on the central bor- 
der), I realized that my journey 
would soon be over,” be said. 

“The most difficult part was 
when I had to cross a small bridge 
on a river near the border,” he 
said. “When I managed to do 
that, tite homeland was open 
before me.” 

He said he approached Iraqi 
lines waving a white flag, and 
Iraqi troops initially took mm for 
a surrendering Iranian soldier. 

When they found he was an 
Iraqi pilot, he said, they cried out 
in happiness and “carried me on 
their shoulders.”

Egypt fails to arrange 
Murphy-Palestinian meeting 


CAIRO, Aug 10, (AP): Winding 
up a five-nation Middle East lour 
to appraise prospects of initiat- 
ing Arab-lsraeli peace talks, US 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy conferred 
today with President Hosnl 
Mubarak. 

The meeting came the day 
after Murphy announced the 
failure of an Egyptian effort to 
arrange a Cairo meeting between 
him and Palestinian represen- 
tatives during his current swing. 

Murphy gave no reason, but a 
well-connected Palestinian 
source said the Americans objec- 
ted to two of six proposed Pales- 
tinian participants, apparently 
because they were closely linked 
tothePLO. 

Before coming to Cairo yester- 
day, Murphy visited Lebanon, 
Syria, Israel and Jordan. 

Neither Murphy nor any of the 
leaders he has talked with since 
the tour began last Thursday 
dropped any hint of progress 
toward ending the current stag- 
nation in Arab-lsraeli peace 


efforts. 

Before starting his tour, Mur- 
phy said in Washington he hoped 
to meet with some Palestinians 
but that there was no change in 
the US policy banning contacts 
with PLO officials. 

Egypt offered to help arrange 
the meeting in Cairo. 

The Palestinian source, who 
demanded anonymity, said the 
PLO gave Egypt a list of six 
names for relay to the Americans 
who took exception to two. 

Raised 

The source said the Palestin- 
ians against whom objections 
were raised were Nabil Shaath, a 
Cairo-based businessman who 
heads the political committee of 
-the Palestine National Council, 
and Akram Hahiyeh, former 
editor of the West Bank Arabic 
newspaper As-Shaab who was 
expelled by Israeli authorities 
last year. 

Shaath serves as unofficial 
political adviser to PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat. Haniyeh is a 


member of the PNC, the PLO's 
legislative arm and highest 
policy-making body. 

The Palestinian source, him- 
self a prominent PNC member, 
said the Americans accepted the 
other four proposed represen- 
tatives. all of whom previously 
had meL with Shultz. 

They were East Jerusalem 
newspaper editor Hanna Sin- 
iora, Fayez Abu-Rahme, a 
prominent lawyer in the Israeli- 
occupied Gaza sector, and 
university professors Edward 
Said and Ibrahim Abu-Lughod, 
both naturalized Americans and 
PNC members. 

Murphy told reporters in 
Cairo last night that a meeting 
with Palestinians on this tour “is 
not possible. I regret that and 
appreciate Egypt's effort.” 

But Murphy said the United 
States will continue to meet with 
Palestinians because “we con- 
sider Palestinians must play an 
active role in the peace process 
and in every stage of decision- 
making.” 


Vincennes 
leaving 
the Gulf 

WASHINGTON, Aug 10, 
(UPI): Five Iranian fishermen 
rescued by the Vincennes, the US 
warship that mistakenly shot 
down an Iranian airliner last 
, month, have been transferred to 
another ship because the Vincen- 
nes is leaving the Gulf, the Pen- 
tagon said yesterday. 

Pentagon spokesman Dan 
Howard said the five, who were 
picked up on Sunday in a dinghy 
after their fishing boat sunk, 
have been transferred to the 
guided missile cruiser USS 
Texas. 

“Their return to Iran is being 
handled through diplomatic 
channels,” Howard said. 

Howard did not elaborate, but 
a Navy official said the transfer 
was made because the Vincennes 
is leaving the Gulf area, steaming 
south of the Arabian Sea. 

Another official said the Vin- 
cennes will be replaced in several 
weeks by the Aegis missile cruiser 
Mobile Bay, which recently left 
its bomeport of Mayport, 
Florida, for the Gulf escorted by 
a cruiser and three frigates. 


Telephone tapping controversy 
forces Hegde to resign 


NEW DELHI, Aug 10, (UPI): 
The popular chief minister of 
Karnataka, in a dramatic twist to 
India's latest political scandal, 
announced his resignation today 
following a disclosure that the 
telephones of politicians and 
journalists in his state were tap- 
ped. 

The surprise decision of Chief 
Minister Ramakrishna Hegde 
was first disclosed when his Jan- 
ata Party colleague, Madhu 
Dandavate, read his resignation 
letter to an astonished lower 
house ofParliaxnentdurmg a dis- 
cussion of the eavesdropping 
case. 

Impression 

“Even though 1 had nothing to 
do with this undesireable prac- 
tice of telephone tapping, I have 
to assume the moral respon- 
sibility for it," Hegde said in the 
letter. 
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Hegde added that be was also 
resigning as “there is no way to 
dispel the wrong impression 
deliberately created by” Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi, whot 
charged yesterday in Parliament; 
that the Karnataka government - 


had broken the law on telephone 
intercepts. 

Opposition members of 
Parliament, reacting to Rajiv's 
assertion, charged their tele- 
phones were being monitored 
illegally by the central govern- 
ment and called for his resigna- 
tion. 

At a news conference in New 
Delhi this afternoon, Hegde con- 
firmed he was quitting after 
governing southern Karnataka 
For more than five years, during 
which he came to be regarded as 
one of India's most competent 
and popular state adminis- 
trators. 

The scandal erupted yesterday 
when the Times of India news- 
paper printed on its front page a 
letter sent to the Karnataka tele- 
phone company by a senior 
police official ordering taps on

Israel to crush 
attempts to declare 
Palestinian state 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
Aug 10, (Agencies): Prime Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Shamir said today 
that Israel would use an iron fist 
to slop any moves to form an 
independent Palestinian state or 
a Palestinian government-in- 
exile. 

He rejected international 
demands for Palestinian self- 
determination as “hypocritical 
and meaningless.” 

At a special session of the 
Israeli Parliament called to dis- 
cuss Jordan's disengagement 
from the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank, Shamir said he opposed 
Palestinian proposals for an 
independent state in Israeli- 
occupied territories and for a 
Palestinian government-in -exile. 

“Israel will not play this game. 
It will prevent, with the utmost 
vigour, any idea of a Palestinian 
government.” he said. 

“Should there be maniacs who 
raise (the idea), they will encoun- 
ter an iron fist which will leave no 
trace of such attempts,” the 
Israeli right-wing leader said. 

Demands 

Shamir rejected pressure to 
negotiate with Palestinians 
following King Hussein of Jor- 
dan's announcement last month 
that he was handing respon- 
sibility for the West Bank to the 
PLO. 

Israel captured the West Bank, 
home to 850,000 Palestinians, 
from Jordan in the 1967 Middle 
East war. 

“There is no government in 
Israel that frill countenance 
phoney, meaningless and 
hypocritical international 
demands for self-determination 
for Palestinians," Shamir said. 

At an inner cabinet meeting on 
the Jordanian disengagement, 
Sbamirand dovish Foreign Min- 
ister Shimon Peres clashed over 
peace moves in one of the most 
heated sessions in recent 
memory, political sources said. 

The sources said Peres and 
Shamir, both red in the face and 
gesticulating, argued over the 
future of the West Bank and 
occupied Gaza Strip, which have 
witnessed an eight-month-old 


Palestinian uprising against 
Israeli rule. 

“The annexation of the 
territories is a disaster for the 
Jewish people," Peres was 
quoted as saying. 

Shamir replied: ‘I am opposed 
to annexation. We do not annex 
something that belongs to us. I 
am in favour ofimposing Israeli 
law on parts of the land of Israel, 
all of Lhe land of Israel is ours.” 

Shamir, leader of the right- 
wing Likud bloc, supports talks 
on Palestinian autonomy in the 
occupied areas, but rejects an 
international Middle East peace 
conference on grounds it would 
force Israel to withdraw to 
insecure borders. 

Peres, who belongs to the 
Labour Parly, supports a UN- 
sponsored conference along with 
the international community 
and the Arab world. 

A military officer, meanwhile, 
said the Army had begun using 
attack dogs against Palestinian 
protestors in the West Bank, 
three newspapers reported. The 
Army said this was against 
military policy and it was check- 
ing the report! 

“These were big dogs 
especially trained for attack. The 
Arabs are more afraid of them 
than of rubber bullets," 1st Lt 
Oril Wolf told the daily Haaretz. 
She said at least three Army units 
in the West Bank used dogs 
against Arab protestors. 

Ms Wolf told Davar, Haaretz 
and A1 Hamishmar dailies that 
dozens of attack dogs were used 
in what she described as a “local 
initiative” of unit commanders. 

Also today, assailants threw 
two firebombs alan Army jeep in 
Ramallab’s main Manara 
Square, scorching a soldier in the 
face and hands, the Army said. 
The 34-year-old soldier was hos- 
pitalised with moderate to light 
bums. 

It was the first soldier woun- 
ded by a firebomb since June 15. 
According to Army figures, 457 
soldiers have been injured by 
rocks or firebombs since the upr- 
ising began on Dec 9. 


Trunk call 
charges 
to be 
reduced

CHARGES for trunk calls and 
telegrams from Kuwait to all 
over the world is likely to be 
reduced soon, according to an 
official of the Ministry °f Com- 
munications. 

The director of the inter- 
national communications depar- 
tment, Mariam Al Asfour dis- 
closed that she has submitted a 
comprehensive study on this 
issue and proposed big reduc- 
tions. 

She said that reductions will 
vary from one country to 
another, but. on an average it will 
be around 50 per cent. 

AJ Asfourhoped that the min- 
istry would approve her study 
and recommendations very shor- 
tly. 

Meanwhile, it is reliably learnt 
that the reductions will be 
announced within the next week. 

The director said that charges 
on calls among the GCC states 
have already been reduced. 
Additionally, the ministry recen- 
tly reduced charges and fees of 
telex and some other services. 

The annual subscription fee 
for the telex line was reduced 
from KD140 to KD70- Charges 
for installation of new telex lines 
were also reduced by h3lf and the 
ministry also announced reduc- 
tions on many other communica- 
tion charges, she said. 

Service 

AJ AsfouT added that the min- 
istry is preparing to introduce a 
new financial computerised 
service at the beginning of 
October. The new service is to be 
known as “Swift Service” and 
will provide local banks and fin- 
ancial companies with the latest 
information via computers. 

She stressed that throughout 
the eight-year lran-lraq war. 
telephone services never stop- 
ped. However, Kuwait suspen- 
ded international communica- 
tion services with Lebanon, 
because of the war. she said. 


Men should 
be kinder, 
hot so virile 

GENEVA, Aug 10, (Reuter): 
There might be fewer lesbians 
and homosexuals if men were 
kinder to women and less concer- 
ned with their sexual perfor- 
mance, a United Nations report 
said yesterday. 

The 34-page document on the 

S robtems of sexual minorities, 
rafted by Jean Fernand- 
Laurent, a former French 
ambassador to the UN 
European office in Geneva, said 
society had probably over- 
emphasized the differences bet- 
ween the sexes. 

“It is more than likely that the 
assertion of a purported male 
supremacy has had a deeply dis- 
turbing effect on many women, 
and that there would be fewer 
lesbians if men were able to be 
more affectionate, more atten- 
tive and more tactful. 

“Also, the virility model 
presented to men, seeming unat- 
tainable to many of them, has 
caused them to drift towards 
alternative forms of sexual 
activity. 

•There would be less 
impotence and homosexuality if

Haj quota 
system to 
continue 

CAIRO, Aug 10. (KUNA): The 
Saudi ambassador to Egypt, 
Assaad Abul Nasser today said 
that the quota system limiting the 
number of pilgrims from various 
Islamic countries will continue 
for another five to 10 years. 

The envoy added that the 
decision, which was endorsed by 
the Islamic stales' foreign mini- 
sters in Amman, was due to the 
initiation of huge projects to 
expand the two holy shrines in 
-Makkah and Madina to accom- 
modate the increasing number of 
pilgrims. 

Abul Nasser, speaking at a 
•press conference in the embassy 
building, said that Iran rejected 
the decision and refused to send 
its allocated 45,000 pilgrims, 
thus depriving its people of the 
chance to perform haj this year. 








Controversy over Palestinian state 


PLO not ready for W.Bank role 


AMMAN. Aug 10, (Agencies): 
PLO officials acknowledged yes- 
terday they would have difficulty 
taking over Jordan's financial 
and 'administrative respon- 
sibilities in the Israeli-occupied 
West Bunk following King Hus- 
sein’s disengagement from the 
territory. 

"The institutions of the PLO 
are not ready.”said Abdul Jawed 
Saleh, a former member of the 
PLO executive committee and a 
current member of the Palestine 
National Council, its legislative 

body . 

“Our people will succeed, 
really, but I don't put great hopes 
in the institutions of Ihe PLO." 
said Saleh, a former mayor of the 
West Bank city of El Birch who 
was expelled by Israel. 

Move 

Other officials of the PLO 
reacted negatively to the idea of 
soiling up a Palestinian govem- 
ment-in-exile. as Hussein urged 
on Sunday, and PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat suggested in a 
newspaper interview yesterday. 

"The Palestinian slate is here 


already and its banner will flutter 
over Jerusalem, whether they like 
it or not.” Arafahtold the Saudi 
Arabian newspaper Al Sharq A1 
Awsat. “It is only a question of 
lime.” 

But Sheikh Abdul Hamid Al 
Sayeh. Speaker of the Palestine 
National Council, said there was 
no point to such a move. 

“We Palestinians — our coun- 
try is under Israeli occupation 
and we have our PLO institu- 
tions." he said. “Why should we 
form such a government when no 
political solution is in sight?” 

Direction 

Hussein's announcement on 
July 31 that he was severing ties 
with the West Bank, which Jor- 
dan controlled from 1948 until its 
seizure by Israel in the 1967 Mid- 
dle East' war, created a sudden 
vacuum that opened new doubts 
about the f uture of the territory 
and the Arab-Israeli peace 
process. 

Hussein cut off the salaries of 
21.000 West Bank employees, 
abolished the cabinet post for the 
occupied territories, cancelled a 


SI .3 billion development project 
and dissolved the lower house of 
Parliament, half of whose 60 
seats were reserved for West 
Bank residents. 

The king said on Sunday he 
would recognise immediately a 
Palestinian govemment-in-exile 
for the more than 800.000 Pales- 
tinians in the West Bank.but it 
was not clear how others would 
respond. 

Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak told reporters in Cairo, 
“It is imperative that .the PLO 
and Jordan coordinate 
(policies), under any circumstan- 
ces. in the direction of peace.” 
But he did not say what form 
such co-ordination should take. 

Saleh said much of the admin- 
istrative work in the West Bank 
could be handled by committees 
set up in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip that replaced Israeli agen- 
cies during the 8-month-oid 
Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied territories. 

“The difficulty is co-ordinat- 
ing between the exiled leadership 
(the PLO) and the intifada (upr- 


Implementation of Angola peace accord 


S. African pullout under way 


R LI AC AN A. Namibia, Aug 10, 
(Reuter): The operation to 
extricate South African troops 
f rom Angola is under way. 

Army trucks, troop carriers 
and tank transports plied back 
and forth between Ruacana. on 
the Angolan border, and the 
main South African garrison at 
nearby Oshukati. 

Convoys also moved back and 
forth to the railhead at Groot- 
fontein. about 500 km to the 
southeast. But reporters saw no 
sign of troops crossing the border 
from Angola at this Army out- 
post. 

An official in Pretoria told 
reporters: “The (withdrawal) 
process has started. The plan- 
ning is being done right now." 

He declined to disclose details 
of the pullout, hammered out 
when South Africa. Cuba and 


Angola met in Geneva last week 
for talks on independence for 
Namibia and peace in Angola. 

“Our troops will be out of 
Angola by Sept I," one official 
said. 

South Africa has an estimated 
2.000 soldiers inside Angola 
where they have supported pro- 
Western UN1TA rebels fighting 
to -overthrow Angola's Cuba- 
backed Marxist government. 

Doubts 

Meanwhile, the African 
National Congress (ANC) said 
today it did not trust South 
Africa to abide by its peace . 
agreement with Cuba and 
Angola. 

“Wesuspect that it will use this 
as a ploy to gain time, to secure a 
cessation ofhosiiUUes in order to 
extricate the regime from the 
military crisis it finds itself in and 


regroup," said Johnny Makath- 
ini, the ANCs secretary for 
international relations. 

“The next step will be for the 
regime to come up with issues 
that will be intended to torpedo 
the agreement, such as the 
involvement of UNITA and the 
evacuation of the ANC's so- 
called bases in Angola,” be said. 

“I do not know how many 
there are, but we do have bases. It 
is the only country where we do 
have bases." he added. 

The ANC is the main guerrilla 
group fighting for majority rule 
in South Africa. 

Cuba, Angola and South 
Africa also agreed to ask the 
United Nations to implement its 
independence plan for Namibia, 
the mineral-rich territory ruled 
by South Africa in defiance of the 
United Nations. 


AIDS on the rise 


in India 


NEW DELHI. Aug lO.(Rcuter): 
Fifteen Indians and seven foreig- 
ners in India were found to have 
full-blown AIDS in the first six 
months of 1988. the Health Min- 
istry told parliament today. 

This compares with 1 5 cases in 
all of 1987 and six up to the end of 
1986. the ministry said in a writ- 
ten reply. 

All the Indians and two of the 
foreigners alTected this year had 
died in India, while the other 
foreigners had been repatriated, 
it added. 

The statement said 389 people 
had tested positive for the 
Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome virus in the first halfof 
1988 as opposed to 191 in 1987 
and only 7 1 previously. 


US space shuttle 
roars to life again 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla., 
Aug 10. (Reuter): The space 
shuttle Discovery's main engines 
were successfully test fired today, 
overcoming a string of frustrat- 
ing delays and mishaps that had 
plagued the crucial launch 
rehearsal. 

The firing — the second try in 
less than a week by the NASA 
space agency — began smoothly 


as Discovery’s three engines 
roared to life, belching smoke 
and flame across the launch pad 
for the first time in two-and-a- 
half years. 

Discovery remained bolted to 
earth throughout the 20-second 
exercise, which is considered a 
vital step by the space agency 
NASA in verifying whether the 
shuttle is ready for a return to 
space. 

Jubilant NASA officials 
declared the test a complete suc- 
cess. “Super job. super team." 
NASA administrator James 
Fletcher told cheering test con- 
trollers. “I can't begin to say how 
well everything’s going." 

The buoyant mood contrasted 
sharply with the sombre atmos- 
phere that prevailed last Thurs- 
day. when the first test attempt

was aborted only a split second 
before engine ignition. - 
-. . - The- shuttle . fleet has ■ been 
grounded since Jan 28, 1986, 
when the shuttle Challenger 
exploded after liftoff, killing all 
seven astronauts on board. 

NASA engineers concluded 
that a faulty valve sensor was to 
blame for last week's abort and 
replaced the entire valve system. 

During the countdown, tech- 
nicians meticulously checked 
and rechecked complex engines 
systems, anxious to avoid 
another frustrating mishap. 

The lest had been delayed five 
times and finally took place 
nearly three weeks after its 
original target dale. 

No astronauts were on board 
for the computer-operated exer- 
cise. and NASA officials said 
they would now analyse com- 
puter data to evaluate the perfor- 
mance of all shuttle systems. 

Sources at NASA, the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, said test delays, 
coupled with other unresolved 
technical troubles, are expected 
to force postponement of Dis- 
covery's launch until early 
October.

Teen-age 
years are 
troubled 


times 


WASHINGTON, Aug 10, (AP): 
The teen-age years in the 
United States are troubled 
times when many young peo- 
ple drink too much, eat badly, 
are prone to injury and 
violence and often consider 
suicide, according to a survey 
released on Tuesday. 

The data confirmed what many 
parents and counsellors have 
long known or suspected — 
the adolescent years can be 
dangerous. 

Dr Robert Wi adorn, assistant 
health secretary and head of 
the US Public Health Service, 
called the results "somewhat 
dismaying.” 

“The results give us fresh insight 
concerning what our nation's 
teenagers know and bow they 
act concerning health and 
sex-related issues — but they 
also show that too many 
_ young people, even when they 
know better, don’t always 
. make . .the right health 
decisions,” Windom said in a 
statement. 

The survey, sponsored by health 
education groups and the US 
Department of Health and 
Human Services, polled 
1 1,000 students in 1987froma 
nationally representative 
sample of 217 public and 
private schools. 

The two groups of students were 
in their eighth and 10th years 
in school, and ranged in age 
from 13 to 14 in eighth grade 
to 15 to 16 in 10th grade. The 
margin of error was plus or 
minus 2 to 5 percentage 


f mints, depending on the 
requency of the behaviour 
reported, officials said. 

The study reported that 26 per 
cent of the eight-graders and 
38 percent of the 1 Oth-graders 
said they had had five or more 
drinks on one occasion during 
the two weeks preceding the 
survey. 

Also, 42, per cent of all the girls 
and 25 percent of all the boys 
surveyed said they have 
“seriously thought” about 
committing suicide al some 
time in their lives.

Republicans attack Dukakis 


Bush narrows gap in polls 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug 10, 
(Reuter): As George Bush 
narrows rival Michael Dukakis' 
lead in the polls. Republicans are 
hammering away at the 
Democratic presidential 
nominee with charges that he is 
weak on defence and foreign 
policy. 

Republican leaders who are 
drafting the party platform of 
principles for their nominee, 
Vice-President Bush, say they 
want to draw sharp distinctions 
between Bush and Dukakis. 

, A public opinion poll released 
late on Tuesday gave them some 
encouragement by indicating 
Lhat the 64-year-old Bush had 
narrowed Dukakis' lead from 17 
per cent to seven per cent in the 
two weeks since the Democratic 
convention in Atlanta. 

The nationwide poll gave 
Dukakis a 49 to 42 per cent led 


over Bush, down from 55 to 38 
per cent a fortnight earlier. 

Dukakis received a "bump” 
upwards in the polls after he was 
formally named his party's 
no min ee on July 20, and Bush 
hopes for a similar boost to his 
struggling campaign for the 
November 8 election after he is 
nominated next Wednesday. 

The hefty party position paper 
they aredrafling is peppered with 
attacks against Dukakis, charges 
driven home here al news con- 
ferences given by party leaders. 

Bush strategists say they want 
the public to be aware that he has 
had years-of national experience, 
including serving in Congress in 
the 1960s, as envoy to the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China and as 
director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

“The (White House) Oval 
office is no place for on-the-job 


training," a platform draft 
states. “The Republican Party, 
tempered by real-world 
experience, accustomed to mak- 
ing lough choices, is prepared to 
lead America forward into the 
1990s." 

The dra f t was a primer for con- 
servatives. and there were no bit- 
ter fights or major changes being 
made. Three attempts by a Del- 
aware woman to moderate the 
anti-abortion language failed. 

It pledged Bush would not 
raise' thkes, ' -while" favouring 


domestic spending cuts to solve 
the deficit problem, a con- 
stitutional-amendment against - 
abortions, a tough anti-drug 
attack, and low interest rates 
through a “steady" fiscal and 
monetary policy — including an 
international measure for 
currencies based on “a basket of 
commodities, including gold.” 


Rust wants to 
see Moscow again 


MOSCOW, Aug 10, (Reuter): 
Mathias Rust, the daredevil 
West German pilot whose land- 
ing in Red Square stunned the 
world last year, wants lo see 
Moscow again — from the 
ground, his lawyer said in an 
interview published today. 

“He plans to visit this city as a 
tourist. He says he would like to 
see Moscow again, from below, 
which he. alas, did not have time 
to do,” Vsevolod Yakovlev told 
the weekly Moscow News. 

Rust was immediately jailed 
after flying to Moscow on an 
unauthorised flight from Hel- 
sinki and landing his single- 
engine Cessna plane next to the 
Kremlin on May 28, 1987.

FRANKFURT, Aug 10, (AP): 
West Germany today confirmed 
that a former Nazi SS concentra- 
tion camp guard was being 
expelled from Italy and heading 
to Munich, while a prosecutor 
said no criminal charges were 
pending against him. 

Czechoslovakia, which sen- 
tenced Maioth to death for war 
crimes in 1948, had asked Italy 
for his extradition. Maioth, 76, 
was a member of the Nazi SS and- 
a guard at the Theresiensladt 
concentration camp in wartime 
Czechoslovakia. 

. . interrogation 

In the West Gorman capital of 
Bonn, Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Peter Rothen told the AP: “1 
can confirm that he is being 
expelled from Italy to West Ger- 
many today.” 

Rothen said he understood 
that the arrival point was to be 
Munich, as Italian officials said. 
Bui Rothen added be did not 
know whether Maioth would be 
free or be taken into custody once 
he reaches West Germany. 

Prosecutor Klaus Schacht said 
that investigators intend to ques- 


tion Maioth. 

Schacht. who is in charge of 
the Maioth case, said: “When 
Maioth comes to Munich, 1 will 
have the border police ask him 
where he intends to settle in West 
Germany, and then he will ques- 
tion him.” 

“So far, there are no criminal 
charges against him.” the Dort- 
mund-based prosecutor said in a 
telephone interview. He had 
made a similar statement on 
Monday, after Maloth’s arrest 
became known. 

Maioth was arrested at his 
wife's home in Meraho in north- 
ern I taly last week. Vienna-based 
Nazi hunter Simon Wiesenthal 
said Maioth had been hiding 
with his family in Italy for 15 
years. • 

Czechoslovakia submitted an 
extradition request yesterday but 
an Italian police official, who 
requested anonymity, said Italy 
ana Czechoslovakia have no 
extradition treaty. He also noted 
that Italian law bars extraditing 
someone facing the death pen- 
alty. There is no capital punish- 
ment in Italy.

Reconstruction plans are to be 
drawn up and discussed “in the 
near future,” the radio said. 


Damages 

Iran has previously published 
figures of war damages running 
■into scores of billions of dollars, 
and analysts said Tehran hoped 
to get part of this from Baghdad 
iflraq is found, after an impartial 
inquiry, to have started the war. 

United Arab Emirates 
President Sheikh Zayed Bin Sul- 
tan Al Nahayan. has proposed 
several times since November 
that some of the oil-rich Arab 
states in the region should assist 
both Iran and and Iraq lo rebuild 
their shattered economies. 

Meanwhile, the office of 
President Saddam Hussein 
ordered Iraqis today to stop fir- 
ing live rounds into the air lo 
celebrate the ceasefire in the war 
with Iran. 

It issued a statement saying the 
practice could cause loss of life 
and warning of heavy punish- 
ment for anyone who ignored the 
ban. 


40 missing as

EDFU, Egypt, Aug 10. (Reuter): 
A tour boat sank on the Nile 
River today and 40 people were 
reported missing, 15 of them 
Italians, Egyptian security sour- 
ces said. 

They said the others missing 
from the “Nubia” tour boat were 
Egyptians. The boat sank during 
a storm two km (one mile) from 
the upper Egyptian town of 
Edfu, the sources said. 

The boat’s captain.' ”4 ryear- 
old Mohammed Ahmed Ibra- 
him. told reporters at Edfu hosp- 
ital the -boat caps ized-in- mid- 
stream when caught in freak 
currents caused by the storm.

Najib troops talk tall but 
display little efficiency 


KABUL, Aug 10, (UPI): Gover- 
nment troops say they could 
withstand any challenge from 
Muslim rebels after a Soviet 
withdrawal, but managed only a 
feeble display of martial prowess 
to buttress their claims during a 
tour of a Kabul barracks. 

Afghan officers escorting a 
group of reporters through the 
barracks of a battalion in Kabul 
on Tuesday were emphatic they 
had the capability and public 
support to resist and even defeat 
the guerrillas. 

“The opposition cannot make 
any victories," said Soviet- 
trained Lt. Col. Mohammad 
Rafique Janbaz. “Soviet troops 
have withdrawn from 25 provin- 
ces.” 

But the reporters saw a drill 
display by 15 soldiers that was 


rife with almost comical bun- 
gling and in marked contrast to 
the stoic discipline of Soviet 
troops shown to reporters during 
the past four days. 

The troops, dressed in motley 
uniforms and ranging from con- 
fused-looking teenagers to 
stooped elderly men, bumped 
into each other, became entan- 
gled in the straps of their AK-47 
submachine guns and exhibited 
little precision or discipline. 

“All they can do is eat, sleep 
and pray,” chuckled one Soviet 
official. 

Moscow's forces are sche- 
duled under the April 1 4 Geneva 
accord to end their eight-year 
occupation of Afghanistan by 
Feb IS, leaving President 
Naji bull ah’s Army to deal with 
the rebels. 


Meanwhile. Pravda confirmed 
today that several Soviet soldiers 
were killed and others wounded 
by Afghan rebel attacks during 
their withdrawal from Kanda- 
har. 

In a from page report from 
two Soviet journalists who wit- 
nessed the pullout from the 
southern Afghanistan city, 
Pravda said three soldiers from 
one unit were killed and six 
injured in the two days prior to 
departure. 

Three more were wounded 
during the last weekend's pull- 
out as rebels attacked and set on 
fire their armoured cars, the 
Communist Party newspaper 
report said. 

It did not say if other units 
suffered losses. 


F-104 crashes

killing its pilot, the independent 
Hurriyet news agency reported 
today.

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Ethnic unrest feared 
in western China 


BEIJING, Aug 10, (Reuter): 
Authorities in Xinjiang, west 
China, have issued a tough warn- 
ing against separatist riots in the 
latest sign of ethnic unrest in the 
Muslim-dominated region. 

“Those who cause nots will be 
condemned for generations^ cast 
ou£ by the people of all, ethnic 
groups... and punished accord- 
ing lo the lafr,” said a Commun- 
ist Party document quoted by the 
Xinjiang daily. 

The document warned of 
“separatist infiltration” from 
abroad and said groups inside 
Xinjiang were “out to split the 
motherland and destroy ethnic 
unity.” 

It called, for a campaign 
against separatism but also criti- 
cised Xinjiang’s six million Chin- 
ese settlers for prejudice against 
the eight million Central Asian 
Muslims, tbe daily reported. 

In June, several hundred Xin- 


jiang University students of the 
Muslim uygur ethnic group mar- 
ched through Urumqi, the 
region's capital, in a peaceful 
demonstration against plans to 
make them share dormitories 
with Han Chinese. . 

No other recent unrest has 
been reported but much of the 
remote region- bordering Soviet 
Central Asia is dosed to foreig- 
ners. The state-controlled media 
rarely gives details of ethnic con- 
flict. 

Western sources in Urumqi 
said new birth ‘control rules 
imposed last month limiting 
Muslims to two or three children 
per couple had caused resent- 
ment among many Central 
Asians who were previously 
exempt from China's tough 
population policies. 

The authorities have called on 
Muslim clergy not to oppose the 
birth rules, claiming that they 
accord with the Holy Quran.

Mayhem of killing in Rangoon 


BANGKpK. Aug 10. (Agen- 
cies): Rangoon erupted m a may- 
hem of killing and rioting today 
as security forces fought demon- 
strators on the third day of mass 
protests against the government, 
official and diplomatic sources 
said. 

Rangoon Radio said troops 
opened fire 15 times on crowds 
who rallied across the city. It said 
at one point they shot nurses at 
the general hospital and said 
three security force members 
were beheaded by demon- 
strators. 

Rangoon-based diplomats 
said they received numerous 
reports of violence today, with 
some protesters throwing 
firebombs at vehicles and stores 
and Army troops shooting at 
them. . 

Violent 

Japan's Kyodo news agency 
reported more than 100 people 
killed and nearly 1 .000 wounded 
in Rangoon today, the third 
straight day of violent protests 


against the authoritarian gover- 
nment of new President Sein 
Lwin. 

The news service quoted what 
it called an informed source rea- 
ched in Rangoon as saying sol- 
diers used automatic rifles and 
machine guns to disperse the 
demonstrators. 

The Kyodo report could not 
be confirmed by other sources. 

The official media has repor- 
ted 44 people killed and more 
than 100 wounded during riots 
this week in Rangoon, Man- 
dalay, Mergui and Sagaing. 
Demonstrations have erupted in 
more than 20 other cities and 
towns, according to stale-owned 
Radio Rangoon. Dissidents said 
at least 300 people have been 
killed by troops since Monday. 

Diplomats contacted in Ran- 
goon and Bangkok said they 
think the death toll from rioting 
yesterday may exceed 100. They 
said, however, that access to 
reliable information has been 
difficult because of chaos in the 


capital. The official Rangoon 
Radio said 33 people were killed 
in street battles today including 
three policemen caught and 
beheaded by rioters. 

The radio said three police sta- 
tions were captured and burned 
by protestors and some weapons 
were looted. 

Some travellers who arrived in 
Bangkok from Rangoon today 
said they had been interrogated 
and jailed. 

"They're flushing everyone 
from the country," a British 
tourist said. 

Visas 

Burmese embassies around 
the world have stopped issuing 
tourist visas, and the country has 
expelled some visitors before the 
expiry of their seven-day visas. 

Alain Ervard, a Hong Kong- 
based photographer for the Sipa 
photo agency, said he and nine 
Spanish tourists were detained 
overnight and released this mor- 
ning from the immigration office 
in Rangoon. They were 


interrogated, their passports 
temporarily seized and their film 
confiscated, he said. 

En ard said he was chased by 
soldiers after taking photo- 
graphs of tanks and machinegun 
mounted cars forming a barrier 
to slop large crowds of' protestors 
front converging. 

"The military got ready to 
shoot (me), and’they told me to 
stop." he said. 

The Spanish tourists said they 
were stopped on the road into 
Rangoon by armed soldiers yes- 
terday and iaken to Rangoon. 

Cancelled 

A group of four tourisLs from 
Florence, Italy, left Burma after 
spending only one day in the 
country. They were told that all 
flights a nd trains out of Rangoon 
had been cancelled and that they 
could not travel by road to the 
ancient temples of Pagan in cen- 
tral Burma because of demon- 
strations there. 


Vietnamese 
‘ate flesh of 
companions’ 

MANILA, Aug 10,(AP): United 
Nations and Filipino officials 
said they were investigating 
allegations that a group of Viet- 
namese refugees killed at least 
three of their companions and 
ate their flesh while drifting at sea 
for more than a month. 

The officials said the refugees 
allegedly also ate the flesh of two 
teenagers who died of starvation 
during the 39-day ordeal, which 
ended June 28, when Filipino 
fishermen rescued 52 survivors. 

The refugees told officials that 
58 other refugees had died of 
starvation or by jumping over- 
board in fils of hysteria before 
the alleged cannibalism began 28 
days after they left the Viet- 
namese town of Ben Tre. 

Robert Cooper, acting chief of 
the Manila office of the United 
Nations High Commission for 
Refugees, said tbe allegations 
first surfaced four weeks ago. 

Cooper and Filipino officials 
confirmed the Pnung Quang 
Minh , the group's leader and 
alleged instigator of the can- 
nibalistic murders, had been 
taken into “protectivexustody.” 


Singapore celebrates 
Independence Day 


SINGAPORE, Aug 10, (UPI): A 
crowd of about 80,000 people 
jammed the national stadium on 
Tuesday to take part in theisland 
republic's 23ra independence 
celebrations — heralding the 
handing over of the government 
from the old guard to younger 
leaders. 

Prime Minister Lee Kuan 
Yew. dressed in his traditional 
white ruling People's Action 
Party (PAP) uniform, arrived at 
the massive “show-of-strength” 
parade. 

Lee, whose ruling PAP has 
dominated Singapore politics for 
29 years, has repeatedly staled 
that he would step down as Prime 
Minister in September when he 
reaches the age of 65. 

In a televised message Mon- 
day on tbe eve of National Day. 
Lee told the nation's 2.6 million 
people “I have discharged my 
responsibilities to provide for 
continuity." 

Lee’s departure will come just 
months before general elections. 
Opposition groups already have 
stepped up their pressure on 
government, agitating for 


improved human rights and the 
abolition of the Internal Security 
Act, which provides for indefin- 
ite incarceration of political 
opponents wiLhout trial. 

Opposition 

On Monday. Dr Toll Chin 
Chye. 68. a founding member of 
PAP and a former deputy prime 
minister also warned against a 
stifled opposition. 

"Dissenting voices have a role 
to play in nation building and 
those in power should give them 
an outlet," Toh said at a pre- 
national day gathering. 

“If dissenters form more than 
one-third of the electorate, they 
cannot be bottled up all the time 
by harrassment. fair or foul,” he 
said. 

Lee urged the island-nation's 
2.6 million residents to unite 
behind the government and war- 
ned of political storms ahead if 
the next generation of leaders do 
not react quickly. 

In the 1984 general elections, 
PAP received 63 per cent of the 
votes cast, a more than a 12 per 
cent drop compared lo the 
previous election in 1980. 


Britain 
sends aid 
to Sudan 

LONDON. Aug 10. (Reuter): 
Britain is sending three more 
planeloads of emergency sup- 
plies to flood-hit Sudan and 
asked British engineers working 
on a development aid project 
there to help restore electricity in 
the capital Khartoum. 

Junior Foreign Office minister 
Lynda Chalker told British 
Broadcasting Corporation 
(BBC) radio today the first 
plane, carrying drugs, tents and 
other emergency supplies, would 
leave on Friday’. 

An estimated 1.5 million peo- 
ple are homeless after torrential 
rains last Thursday and Friday 
raised the level of ihe Nile river 
and caused extensive flooding. 

Sudanese officials declared 
Khartoum and three towns to the 
north and east disaster areas 
after the downpour, which cut 
electricity and telephone lines. 

Meanwhile, the leader of Al- 
Azhar, the Muslim world’s most 
venerated institution, has 
appealed to wealthy Arab states 
for emergency help to victims of 
Sudan's worst floods in 42 years.

Bringing back troops from the front 


Iraq and Iran face 
an uphill battle 


NICOSIA. Aug 10. t Reuter): 
Bringing troops home from the 
Gulf front after almost eight 
years of war may prove cosily for 
both Iran and Iraq once peace 
takes hold, defence analysis said. 

"Neither side provides a land 
fit for heroes," said Don Kerr of 
the International Institute for 
Strategic Studies. 

With unemployment high and 
much of their economic infras- 
tructure destroyed, both govern- 
ments face an uphill battle in 
trying in absorb hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers buck into 
civilian life. 

Dreams 

Kerr compared the situation 
with Europe in 19 IS and 1945. 
the end of two world wars when 
millions of men returned home 
from the fronl with hopes for a 
better life. 

Many had their dreams 
broken by political turbulence, 
food shortages, unemployment 
and new wars in Africa and Asia. 

For Iran and Iraq, a period of 
cold war is likely to follow the 
Aug 2» ceasefire announced by 
UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez dc C ucllar. 

Substantial forces would still 
have to be kept in place, the 
analysts said, and in the long 
term these could present new 
danger.^ for other states and 
political movements in the area.

They are also prohibited from 
working in any non-government 
establishment that has direct 
relations with the Ministry of 
Education and from working for 
their direct supervisor at the min- 
istry. 

Teachers and sociologists 
working in schools are also for- 
hidden to. work part-time in 
private schools and institutes, 
and restaurants and hotels if the 
nature of their work requires 
direct dealing with customers. 

They also are forbidden to 
work with private musical bands 
and in video shops or photogra- 
phy studios. Further, they are 
not permitted to work as drivers, 
car mechanics or electricians or 
to work for sponsors of pupils 
whom they leach in schools.

Centre for solar 
energy research 


AN official source at Kuwait Ins- 
titute for Scientific Research 
(KISR) has been quoted as say- 
ing that the Al Sulaibiya research 
station will constitute the start- 
ing point for an integrated com- 
plex to be dependent mainly on 
solar energy. 

In an interview with a local 
daily, the source said that the 
station had been designed to be a 
centre for solar energy research. 

He added that the station is 
producingaboul 100 kilowatts of 
electricity and about 350 thermal 
kilowatts for the desalination of 
water and for agricultural pur- 
poses. 

Accumulation 

He went on to say that the 
station has set up a multi-pur- 
pose programme which includes 
the testing of the solar complex's 
efficiency for remote areas, the 
importation of specialised equip- 
ment and the use of solar pools 
for the accumulation of the ther- 
mal energy required for water 
desalination. 

Utilisation 

The programme also includes 
the design and construction of 
agricultural nurseries suitable 
for Kuwait's climatic conditions 
and the training of technical staff 
in the field of alternative energy. 

He added that the station has 
56 dishes for accumulating solar 
energy. 


He also noted that there are 
three types of solar pools: one for 
the cooling of water produced by 
the desalination station; one for 
the production of heavily salin- 
ated water and one for the utilisa- 
tion of the salt water produced by 
the desalination station in the 
solar energy accumulation 
process. 

Furthermore, he said that the 
complex contains an agricultural 
nursery with a total surface area 
of 800 square metres. The nur- 
sery is irrigated by brackish 
water.

WASHINGTON, Aug 10. 
(Reuter): US forces in the Gulf 
have successfully escorted the 
reflagged tanker Chesapeake 
City to waters off Kuwait, the 
54th such convoy this year, the 
Pentagon said yesterday. 

A statement said the journey, 
which began on Sunday in the 
Gulf of Oman, was uneventful 
with no unusual air or sea 
activity reported. The escort ves- 
sel was the US guided missile 
frigate Nicholas. 

Since the convoys began in 
July, 1987, US forces have escor- 
ted about 157 vessels in 76 con- 
voys. Kuwait has re-registered 
tankers under the US flag to get 
US protection from attacks in 
the Iran-Iraq war. . 

Defence Secretai^ Frank 
Carluccz said on Friday such 
escorts may no longer be neces- 
sary if an Iran-Iraq ceasefire due 
to begin on August 20 takes hold. 

“. . . Presumably if there's a 
ceasefire and it takes hold, the 
escorting will no longer be neces- 
sary. Bat we have not readied 
that point," Cariucci said in a

ICAO team continues 
probe in Abu Dhabi 


ABU DHABI, Aug 10, (AP): 
The international team inves- 
tigating the downing of the Iran- 
ian jetliner by a US missile sifted 
through recordings at Abu 
Dhabi airport today. 

The five-member team from 
the International Civil Aviation 
Organisation flew in yesterday 
from Dubai, 100 miles (160 toms) 
north of Abu Dhabi. 

The Iran air Jet was flying 
from Bandar Abbas, Iran to 
Dubai in the U A£ on July 3 when 
it was shot down by a US Navy 
missile . 

The delegation from the Mon- 
treal-based organisation arrived 
in Iran just as US military 
experts, led by Rear Adm. 
William M. Fogarty, completed 
a three-week investigation with 
the USS Vincennes and other US 
warships in the area. 

Press reports said the team will 
report officially in mid-August 
the firing was caused by human 
error. 

United Arab Emirates avia- 
tion officials said the ICAO 
probe committee is concentrat- 
ing its investigation at the Abu 
Dhabi international airport. 

The airport was supposed to 
have been in contact with the 
Airbus, and the team is looking 
for gaps in aviation safety 
applied in the area, said the 
officials, who spoke on condition 
they not be named. 

In Dubai, the team asked avia- 


tion officials about the threats 
posed by naval forces in the Gulf 
to the civilian aircraft flying over 
the regional waters, the sources 
said. 

There have been reports of 
complaints from control tower 
officers in Gulf airports about 
patrolling foreign warships 
interfering with civil navigation 
and ordering civilian aircraft to 
alter their courses. 

Team leader Christian F-igl 
said the team's findings would be 
kept confidential until they were 
submitted to the international 
body. 

He also told the Dubai-based 
Al Bayan daily in statements 
published yesterday that the 
committee was halfway through 
its work. He said he could not 
judge whether the incident was 
due to human error or a technical 
problem.

Cardenas continues 
fight for presidency

TORREON, Mexico, (Reuter): 
Cuauhtemoc Cardenas, disput- 
ing his second-place showing in 
lust month's Mexican presiden- 
tial elect ion, stepped off foe plane 
in this northern farm town to a 
winner's welcome. 

"Viva Cardenas, our 
president" an elderly woman 
shouted a Cardenas, clad in blue 
jeans and bools, walked under a 
banner reading: President Cuau- 
htemoc Cardenas, you give the 
orders." 

Alleging fraud in the July 6 
polls. Mexico's hardest fought 
election in decades, the Cardenas 
camp is determined to contest the 
victory of Carlos Salinas de Gor- 
lari, candidate of the Ruling Ins- 
titutional Revolutionary Party 
(PRI). 

"What we are seeing is the peo- 
ple's determination to defend 
their rights, to defend the right 
that we Mexicans have to 
democratically elect those who 
govern us." Cardenas said. 

He claims that the government 
and the PRI orchestrated mas- 
sive fraud at the polling stations 
and during the week-long vote 
tally to rob him of the presidency. 
Support 

PRI has not lost a presidential 
contest since 1929. This year was 
the first time it conceded any 
losses in senate races. 

Cardenas said his candidacy, 
based on a nationalistic plat- 
form . gained widespread support 
due primarily to voters' frustra- 
tion with Mexico's prolonged 
economic crisis. 

According to official figures, 
Salinas won with 50.36 per cent 
of the vote. PRI’snarrowestmar- 
gin in history. 

Cardenas of the centre-left 
National Democratic Front 
(FDNt was placed second with 
31.12 per cent, with Manuel 
Clou thier of the rightist National 
Action Party (PAN) with 17.07 
cent in third. 

Soon after those official 
returns were announced, Car- 
denas began what he called “a 
new phase of the electoral 
process." 

Starting with a Mexico City 
rally of 300.000 supporters, Car- 
denas began touring the country 
telling his backers not to accept a 
Salinas presidency. 

"There is evidence of fraud 
throughout the republic." Car- 
denas told Reuters recently 
aboard an FDN bus louring the 
northern state of Coahuila. 

"These are things which Mex- 
icans ca n not accept." added Car- 


denas. the son of a popular 
president of the 1930s and him- 
self a PRI dissident forced out 
last yearin astruggJe over greater 
democracy within the party. 

Salinas has not commented 
directly on tbeCardenas tour and 
has called the opposition's elec- 
toral gains — including its first 
four seats in the senate and major 
inroads in the lower bouse — a 
sign of Mexico's maturing 
democracy. 

But the PRJ recently published 
full-page ads in several Mexico 
City newspapers saying it is Car- 
denas' "personal ambition" that 
keeps him from accepting the 
Salinas viclory. 

"Faced with the triumph of the 
PRI candidate ... Cardenas has 
had to fall back on false accusa- 
tions, lies and daily provocations 
in order to try to prove something 
the majority of the people know 
cannot be proven," the ads read. 
Protest 

At rallies in Coahuila, Car- 
denas tells supporters to organise 
committees and be prepared for 
protests in coming weeks to keep 
from having their rights “run 
over.” 

He denies, however, that he is 
inciting open rebellion. 

"It isn't that one is agitating — 
the people are simply demanding 
that their rights be respected," be 
said. “There will be no actions 
outside the law." 

Cardenas’ strategy turns on 
the Mexican constitution, which 
states that federal elections 
results are not official until con- 
fi rmed by co ngressional electoral 
colleges. 

Colleges in the upper and 
lower houses are to begin meet- 
ing on Aug 15 to review senate 
and chamber of deputies elec- 
tions and in early September, 
Congress will move to confirm 
the presidential elections. 

He said officials from the FDN 
and PAN — which has called for 
theannulment of the presidential 
election — were negotiating an 
jgreeraent for the two leading 
opposition groups to work 
together in the electoral colleges. 

And as the silver tour bus 
pulled into the town of Francisco 
I. Madero where about 6,000 
supporters were waiting, Car- 
denas said he would continue 
fighting even if Salinas were 
sworn in as president on Dec I . 

“It would be a government of 
usurpation without legitimacy or 
moral authority to govern." he 
said. 

“We would have no reason not 
to continue demanding that the 
law and the popular will be res- 
pected." 


Burma s socialist 
house rocked

BANGKOK. (Rcuter):The Bur- 
mese house that Ne Win built 
over 26 years has been rocked to 
its foundations in two weeks as 
mass protests greeted attempts 
by the embattled government to 
sustain its unpopular socialist 
rule by force. 

The people of Burma, held in 
check by a totalitarian military 
government that drove a poten- 
tially thriving economy into the 
ground, rose up in defiance on 
Monday demanding civil rights 
and a new democracy. 

Young people, masked to 
avoid identification, marshalled 
huge demonstrations through- 
out the capital Rangoon and in 
14 other cities across the country 
in an unprecedented day of 
protest. 

Diplomats who have tried to 
keep t rack of t he bewildering tur- 
moil of political changes in the 
country of 58 million people were 
caught by surprise by the breadth 
and bo id ness of the demonstra- 
tions. 

Reforms 

Scin Lwin. who took over from 
Ne Win as chairman of the ruling 
Burma Socialist Programme 
Party (BSPP) on July 26, 
appeared to take the initiative 
after months of unrest by offer- 
ing reforms coupled with a 
round-up of dissidents. 

But Burmese people, led by 
students as the traditional van- 
guard of resistance and fired by 
aneer over rocketing prices, food 
shortages and atrocities by riot 
policed made a mockery of his 
.■.tlempis to put a lid on protest. 

1 n his lust speech as leader at an 
emergency BSPP congress on 
JL’ly 23 Ne Win said that if the 
Army were called out to quell 
disturbance again they would 
shoot to kill. 


He had already been forced to 
put his home town Prome under 
martial law after days of rioting. 

But promotion of Sein Lwin. 
immensely unpopular in Burma 
for his key role in suppressing 
opposition, rubbed salt in his 
people's wounds. 

Sein L win's unexpectedly con- 
ciliatory approach, encouraging 
private enterprise, a clean-up of 
corruption and a more open 
government, went ignored as 
protest seethed beneath the res- 
trained Buddhist surface. 

Students had issued leaflets 
complaining of “the Burmese 
Nazi government" and the most 
outspoken dissident Aung Gyi 
said Burma was descending into 
an “animal kingdom." 

Ne Win’s warning that the 
Army would shoot went 
unheeded and suddenly the tree- 
lined streets of the capital were 
filled with daily protest marches. 

Even the declaration of mar- 
tial law* in the city last Wednesday 
failed to have much effect. 

On Monday students chanted 
“the Army is our Army" and 
beseeched the military patrols to 
take their side against the 
secretive leadership. 

Sein Lwin. like Ne Win, 
depends entirely on the military 
for support But the Army is 
thinly spred and like everyone 
else in Burma poorly supplied. 

Fighting 

Most of the troops are licxi up 
fighting ethnic rebellions along 
die borders and cannot be moved 
to patrol the streets of Mandalay, 
Tauuggyi and other cities racked 
by violent protests. 

One of the most humiliating 
blows for the fiercely nationalist 
Burmese was last year's final 
admission of economic defeat, 
when thegovenunentapplied for 
least developed country status at 
the United Nations.

Unnecessary 

controversy 

SIR: E.K. Nayanar, the Chief 
Minister of Kerala, had made 
an appeal for contributions to 
the distress fund for the people 
affected by the July 8 Perumon 
train tragedy. 

However, later, he withdrew 
the appeal due to a lot of noise 
created by some people with 
vested interests. 

In withdrawing the appeal, 
however, Nayanar made it 
clear that similar appeals had 
been made in the past. 

Though some individuals 
raised the question of violation 
of constitutional rights and the 
Foreign Contributions Regula- 
tions Act of India, no consti- 
tutional expert commented 
against the appeal. 

Some people have tem- 
porarily succeeded in kicking 
up a controversy over the 
appeal — though it was a noble 
effort, meant for a worthy 
cause. 

Nayanar withdrew the 
appeal to avoid a controversy 
on a tragedy, and not because 
he was afraid of any legal reper- 
cussions or any violent political 
upheaval. 

Though, personally. I do not 
subscribe to Nayanar’s 
political ideology, his integrity 
is unquestionable and cannot 
be tarnished by the misguided 
views of a few individuals. 

There has been a recent ins- 
tance m Kuwait where funds in 
the name of the same chief 
minister had been raised in 
Kuwait. Were the fund raisers 
registered with the concerned 
authorities in Kuwait as 
stipulated by B.R. Bhagat, the 
former foreign minister of 
India, during his visit to 
Kuwait? 

Some people have tried in 
vain to hoodwink the Indian 
community saying that 
Nayanar has insulted the over- 
seas Indians. Not many people 
in Kuwait view that such an 
announcement is an insult to 
their country. 

The greatness of India lies in 
its culture, history and tradi- 
tion and in its capacity to res- 
pond readily, rapidly, and com- 
passionately to human suffer- 
ings whether they be within or 
outside Kuwait.

Violent Colombia 


Crisis of confidence, spectre of anarchy

BOGOTA, (Reuter): Colombia’ 
is teetering on the edge of anar- 
chy, with violence raging out of 
control and confidence in the 
authority of the slate fast disap- 
pearing. 

Year after year, Latin 
America's third biggest country 
has been sinking deeper into 
what former foreign minister 
Alfredo Vasquez bas labelled “a 
swamp of blood and barbarity." 

In the first five months of 1 988, 
a church organisation registered 
a political killing or disap- 
pearance every 84 minutes. The 
government reported that kid- 
nappings ran at three times the 
1987 level, at an average of 1.5 
every day. 

Murder is the Leading cause of 
death for men aged 15 to 45. 

“This multiple violence is feed- 
ing on itself and raises the prosp- 
ect of generalised anarchy in the 
country's social and political 
life” said a 318-page report 
prepared for the government by 
10 eminent experts who con- 
cluded that life is cheap in 
Colombia and getting cheaper. 

Horror 

The grim statistics fail to con- 
vey the full horror of Colombia's 
violent free-for all: In a series of 
massacres in the thinly-policed 
countryside, dozens of peasants 
have been hacked to piece with 
machetes. 

In feuds between cocaine traf- 
fickers, children have been gun- 
ned down in front of their 
parents, whole families dragged 
from their homes and shot. Self- 
appointed “clean-up squads" 
stalk city streets at night, killing 
prostitutes, homosexuals, beg- 
gars and vagrants. 

“We are living under the law of 
the jungle." said a bulletin issued 
by cattle ranchers based in 
Medellin, one of the most violent 
cities and the home of a major 
drug ring. 

Said a foreign diplomat in 
Bogota: “There ts a crisis of con- 
fidence because things are going 
from bad to worse. The justice 
system does not work and thereis 
a widespread perception that the 
government is drifting." 

“We suffer from multiple 
forms of violence," explained

Rafael Pardo, an adviser to 
president Virgilio Barco. “We 
have violence from narcotics 
traffickers, violence from left- 
wing guerrillas, general political 
violence, common criminal 
violence." 

One of the most visible signs of 
the lost confidence in govern- 
ment is the long line that forms at 
dawn each day outside tbe 
Bogota office which issues and 
renews firearms licences. 

“Why do 1 carry a gun? said a 
44-year-old mechanic in line 
recently. “Because if I don’t 
protect myself, no one will.” 

Added a computer systems 
analyst, “we don’t trust in the 
police, m the judiciary, in tbe 
state institutions.'' 

Confidence in the govern- 
ment's power to protect its 
citizens has been sapped severely 
by the unpunished murders of 
top officials, including a justice 
minister, an attorney general, 
more than 60 judges, and 
prominent businessmen. 

Most of these killings have 
been blamed on drug traffickers. 

Government efforts to 
staunch the bloodshed have 
stressed coming to terms with a 
range of leftist guerrilla groups. 

But social scientists studying 
violence insist that the guerrilla 
conflict is only the tip of the 
iceberg. The experts* report 
found that rebel violence 


accounted for just 7.51 per cent 
of the deaths in 1985. 

“More than that of the moun- 
tains. the violence that is killing 
us is in tbe streets," said the 
report, entitled “Colombia: 
Violence and democracy." 

The expert panel identified 10 
distincts forms of violence, 
including killings carried out by 
drug traffickers, guerrillas, right- 
wing death squads, professional 
killers, the Army, and ordinary 
citizens “settling accounts". 

Since the report came out last 
year — a second edition is a best- 
seller — a vicious territory battle 
between two powerful drug car- 
tels has added yet another dimen- 
sion. 

The report gave no convincing 
explanation of why Colombia, 
where more than 200.000 people 
died during civil war from 1948 
to the mid-1950s, is among the 
most violent countries on earth. 

It identified social inequality 
as a prime ingredient in Colom- 
bia's recipe for death and terror. 
But several Latin countries have 
wider gaps between rich and 
poor without levels of violence 
comparable to Colombia's. 

“My patients frequently tell 
me they are thinking of contract- 
ing a hired killer to take revenge 
for the loss of job or sometimes 
for a simple 'no' in a business 
proposition," psychologist 
Augusto Perez Gomez told El 


Tiempo newspaper. 

Several senior diplomats here 
say the government’s apparent 
weakness encourages extremists 
of both the left and the right. 

“Last year, when the FARC 
killed 27 Colombian soldiers in 
an ambush, what did the 
president do? He wrote a letter to 
the F ARC aski ng for an explana- 
tion," said one Western ambas- 
sador. 

The Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (FARC) 
guerrillas said at tbe time they 
were observing a truce. 

“If a government is seen as soft 
on one lot of extremists, those on 
foe other end of the spectrum feel 
they have to take the law into 
their own bands. That's why 
right-wing death squads have 
been on a lolling spree," he sakL 

By some estimates, state auth- 
ority extends to less than half the 
national territory, with foe rest 
controlled by a hotchpotch of 
local forces, from landholders to 
drug barons. 

In a recent interview presiden- 
tial adviser Pardo would not 
comment on percentages but 
admitted the government lacked 
the resources to police every 
remote village and haznleL 

While much of the blood-let- 
ting takes place in the coun- 
tryside, the capita] — accus- 
tomed to assassinations — is 
beginning to get a taste of 
violence an a bigger scale. 


Rebel groups likely 
to continue the war

MANAMA, (UPI): Despite the 
ceasefire between Iran and Iraq 
announced on Monday by the 
United Nations, surrogate rebel 
groups nurtured by both sides 
during foe nearly eight-year-old 
war are likely to continue cross- 
border hostilities at a lower level. 

Anti-Iranian rebels, based in 
Baghdad and known as the 
Mujahedin Khalq, last month 
showed they are force to be reck- 
oned with as they took advan- 
tage of an Iraqi invasion to push 
deep inside Iran and threatened 
the city of Bakhtaran, almost 100 
miles (160 km) from the border, 
before being defeated. 

Iraq also has under its wing 
I ranian Kurdish rebels in the 
north and rebel Baluchis in 
southwestern Iran, but the Muja- 
hedin troops, known as the 
National Liberation Army of 
Iran, pose the most serious 
threat. The Mujahedin, led by 
Massoud Rajavi, is believed to 
have about 25,000 soldiers, 
mainly dissident exiles and deser- 
ters from foe Iranian ArmedFor- 
ces. 

Iran, meanwhile, has assisted 
Kurdish rebels for the last two 
years in northern Iraq where they 
have gained control of an area 
half the size of Lebanon. 

Defeated 

Tehran also supports Iraqi 
Islamic rebels, called foe Badr 
Force. 

Since none of the rebel groups 
have taken part in the ceasefire 
talks, they can argue that they are 
five to continue cross-border 
attacks, making the job of UN 
peace supervisors more difficult. 

Thus, the talks on a “lasting 
peace'’ will probably have to deal 
with the surrogate forces. 

There is a precedent. In a 1 975 
accord between Iran and Iraq, 
Shah Mohammed Pahlavi 
agreed to stop backing foe Kur- 
dish rebels in northern Iraq, in 


return for a commitment from 
Baghdad not to assist Iranian 1 
Kurds. 

If history repeats, the Iranian 
rebel army based in Iraq could 
find itself ic much the same 
predicament that Mulla Mustafa 
Barzani's Kurdish guerrillas 
faced when foe Shah sold them 
down the river. 

The Mujahedin’s desperate 
bid to capture Bakhtaran last 
month probably stemmed from 
fear of a similar sellout. 

The rebel troops, flying the 
red-white-and green Iranian flag 
without either the Islamic 
revolutionary symbol or the lion i. 
and sun insignia of the Shah, 
suffered more than 1,000 killed in 
the three-day battle. 

Death 

Traditionally the troops yell 
“death to Khomeini" when they 
fire their mortars, but the women 
fighters abide by Islamic law, 
wearing the hejab head -covering 
under their helmets. 

The Mujahedin, who are 
Muslims and also fought the 
Shah’s regime, say they want to 
replace Khomeini with a 
democratic government based 
on elections, but they would not 
allow the Shah's son. Crown 
Prince Reza. currently in exile in 
the United States, or Khomeini 
followers to participate. 

They acknowledge that Iraq 
has provided five bases along the 
warfronl for training purposes 
but say Baghdad does not 
provide money or arms which 
they buy on the arms market or 
capture from Iranian forces. 

In an interview in Baghdad 
and at the front earlier this year, 
they said they get big donations 
from Iranian supporters and rob 
Iranian banks. 

For the Mujahedin, the 
ceasefire has come too soon, 
because the rebel army is not 
large enough to challenge 
Khomeini's forces in a sustained 
campaign inside Iran, and does 
not have enough troops to hold 
territory. 


US debt will be focus of 
presidential campaign

WASHINGTON: The burgeon- 
ing debt of foe United States will 
be a major focus of debate during 
the presidential campaign Both 
Democrats and 1 . . Republicans 
alike realise that the spending 
spree is over, and that fiscal res- 
ponsibility is necessary to reverse 
the country’s status as a debtor 
nation. 

Not a small part of the debate 
derives from spending for special 
interest groups, including the 
Pentagon and the vendors that 
have contributed to a mul- 
tibiffion-doliar arsenal build-up. 

And recent allegations of 
payoffs and cheating for defence 
contract awards make the matter 
of wise — and honest — spend- 
ing crucial as America prepares 
to enter foe last decade of foe 
20th Century. 

More than 250 years ago, a 
l ea d er took hold of foe reins of a 
government deep in debt and fin- 
ancial corruption, hoping to 
dean up a mess not all dissimilar 
to the current American malaise. 

Regency 

His name was Philippe 
D'Orleans, and in 1715 he 
assumed the regency of France 
after foe death of the sun king, 
Louis XTV. Theheir to the throne 
of this aged monarch was his 
five-year-old great-grandson 
Louis XV, a minor who required 
a regent to rule in his place until 
he reached his majority. 

Philippe, the son of the old 
king's brother, was a personage 
both likeable and devious who 
could spend millions of francs at 


a whim or contribute to the poor. 
His first task, however, was to 
deal with a national debt of 2.4 
billion livres and additional 
floating debt that left foegovem- . 
ment bankrupt. 

Philippe took -bold steps; to • 
shrink the debt. He .drasticaHy; ; 
reduced foe Army to cut heavy 
military spending. Taxes were 
reduced and many of the 
previous abuses in tax collection 
were condemned or abolished. 

But his boldest stroke was to 
address foe public rage aimed at 
the fraud perpetrated by those 
dealing with the government: 
merchants, financiers and 
weapons manufacturers. 
Confiscation 

Philippe set up a chambre of 
justice — not unlike the 
occasional special prosecu tor foe 
United States calls into being 
from time to time. The chambre 
began prosecuting those groups 
and people accused of defraud- 
ing the government. To 
encourage a widespread inves- 
tigation, foe chambre offered a 
incentives for whistle-blowers: 
one-fifth of all the funds 
recovered through their assis- 
tance. To protect informer, the 
death penalty was instituted for 
anyone interfering with their tes- 
timony. 

Confiscation was one of the 
punishments bestowed upon a 
guilty party. Any person lying 
about how they obtained their 
finances could lose their 
property and be condemned to a 
ship's galley for life. Some were 
actually hanged or put in 
pillories. Several committed 
suicide.

Star-studded formula films flop in a row

THE entire Indian film indus- 
try has been badly shaken by 
the miserable box-office results 
of several big films in the last 
three months. 

What is more painful is that a 
lot was expected from these big 
films and even a lot more from 
theslarswhoaresupposed lobe 
so popular. For new releases, 
this period is generally con- 
sidered to be the best time coin- 
riding with the summer vaca- 
tions, when hordes of Indian 
tourists descend on thebigcities 
from the smaller centres and 
when schools/colleges are 
closed. 

Factor 

The only negative factor was 
that of peopleeilher going away 
to hill resorts etc. or of those 
seeingfilms in some form or the 
other on video, through 
parlours, cable TV. disc 
antenna etc. But a vacation 
crowd which longs for social 
outing would not be closeted in 
small places or houses, seeing 
films on a small screen amidst 
discomforts. So why the flops? 

It appears that there was 
something basically wrong 
with the formula films and the 
performances of the big and 
expensive stars like Mithun. 
Govinda, Anil Kapoor, Sunny, 
Sunjay Dutt among males, and 
Sri Devi, Dimple. Mandakini. 
Farha. Amrita Singh. Kimi 
among females. Some top 
heads in direction and music 
also rolled as the films flopped. 

Distributors, financiers and 
other trade people have now 
also begun to question why 
such fancy prices running into 
lakhs ofrupeesare being paid to 
the stars, apart from tolerating 
their erractic ways of working.

They are expected to at least 
command an initial draw of two 
or three weeks which would 
help the film to pick up later or 
do well in smaller centres. But in 
most cases they could not 
achieve even that, the biggest 
examples being Mithun and Sri 
Devi, either together or 


separately. Why then should 
the industry remain hung up 
only on stars? 

A look at the weekly box 
office position of these films 
makes mailers cleaner. Kasam 
made on a big scale with Anil 
and Poonam ran for only three 
weeks at the main theatre, when 


its collections fell lo 60 per cent 
of the capacity. Many cinema 
halls charge fixed hire, which is 
more than half of the full house 
collections. So even the daily 
publicity cost is a loss, coming 
out or the distributor’s pocket. 

Chamon Ki Saugandh with 
Mithun and Amrita had only 55 
per cent collections in the 
second week, on thirteen prints 
running in Bombay. Soon it 
came down to one prinl in 
matinee shows. Aaj Ke Angarey 
fell to 60 per cent in the first 
week itself. This was at least a 
modest budget fihn with young 
new artistes. But the spec- 
tacular Zalzala with a big star 
cast, could not fill halfof tne ten 
theatres in the second week. In 
the third it was reduced to one 
matinee show at the main 
theatre, when it collected just 
Rs.26,000 in one week. 

The most stunning falls were 
in the collections of Sherni and 
Ram Avtar. both of which have 
Sri Deviwhoispaid 22 lakhs per 
film. 

‘ Loud 

The dacoit drama Sherni 
bombed so badly that in the 
third week itself, it was running 
at only one Lheatre getting half 
of the capacity. Ram Avtar 
which was a hackneyed triangle 
with Anil Kapoor and Sunny 
also tumbled. By the fourth 
week, it was somehow pulling 
on at one theatre that was half 
empty and Collecting just 
40.000 rupees. 

This should make it ring loud 
and clear that Nagina and Mr 
India did not become big hits 
because of Sri Devi alone. They 
succeeded as they were well- 
plotted and well-made films for 


which all in the unit should get 
credit. 

But a foolish industry dub- 
bed them as Sri Devi's triumphs 
and she upped her price as welt 
as other demands. The two 
flops are now affecting her up- 
coming films. The R.K. girl 
Mandakini is almost meeting 
the same fate, with Pyar 
Mohabbat (starring Govinda) 
and Shoor V^-er (Rajan Sippy) 
doing very lean business 
indeed. 

Even the ‘big’ heroes could 
not rescue their films from 
collapse. Mithun did not even 
geL an initial draw of one week 
for Simi’s Rukhsat, though he 
had an action role in the old- 
world sentimental drama. His 
other film Commando with 
Mandakini has also gone the 
same way. Dharmendra, the 
o nc-l a kh per d ay star, could not 
sustain Za Izala or Khatron Ke 
KhiiadL 

Vinod Khanna. who is giving 
shooting shifts of just one or 
two hours, could not prop up 
F.C Mehra’s Aakhri Adalat 
after Lwo weeks, though amply 
aided by Dimple and Sonam, 
with Jackie Shroff also tagging 
along.lt dragged on for the 
fourth week at one Lheatre, 
owned by the prod ucer himself. 

Raj Kumar, Sunjay Dutt, 
Hema, Farha saw Prakash 
Mehra’s Mohabbat Ke Dash- 
man decline lo weekly 
Rs.30.000 at one theatre in the 
fourth week. The much-boos- 
ted Mahesh Bhatl’s Kabzaa 
created some early ripples but 
was discontinued from all halls 
except one. in the fourth week. 

it also shows lhat Sunjay

Dutt. Amrita and Dimpledon’t 
command the pull that is 
imagined for them. Sunjay was 
also the main (young) hero in 
Khatron Ke KhiiadL Nuseerud- 
din Shah's full-fledged com- 
mercial film Ziilm Ko Jala 
Doonga got half the capacity 
from the first week itself. 
Mahaveera and Waqt Ki Awaaz 
have also crashed. Altogether 
the losses were immense. 

Gloom 

All these flops threw a pall of 
gloom and further strength- 
ened the current fear that the 
industry is heading towards a 


terrible crisis b> December. If 
the Diwali releases also go the 
same way. then finance will 
totally dry up. distributors will 
stop buying and many theatres 
may close down. 

But why can’t the industry 
leam a lesson and mend itself? 
In the present disaster itself, the 
only silver lining is flashed by 
Qayamat Se Qayama t T ak. It is 
doing excellent business with 
two new stars in the lead. The 
expectation is fifty lakhs per 
zone. And all because an old 
romantic formula has been 
cleverly structured with for- 


mula-less freshness in sequen- 
ces. songs, performances etc. 

Similarly (he well-made sus- 
pense thriller Hatya. copied 
from “Eye Witness.” with less 
emphasis on stars (Govinda 
and Neclam) but more on a 
gripping narrative has 
remained above average. 

Other films doing satisfac- 
tory business are the family 
drama Pyar Ka Mandir and Lhe 
well-scripted concoction Paap 
KI Duniya. Producers must 
follow their example, rather 
than the easy way of making 
starry, mindless or routine fare.

PAINFUL URINATION MAY BE 
SIGN OF INFECTION 


QUESTION: Can you please tell me what 
the problem can be lhat causes me to have 
pain or burning whenever I pass my urine? 1 
have bought those strips to test my urine for 
sugar and it is always absent. 

ANSWER: Pain or bunting on urination 
is not a sign of diabetes mellitus but rather a 
clue that there is irritaLion or inflammation 
of the bladder or the tube that drains the 
bladder (the urethral. The most common 
cause of this irritation is an infection. Infec- 
tions of this type are most commonly seen in 
women because of the closeness between the 
rectum and the opening for the urethra. This 
makes it much easier for bacteria lo cross 
over into the urinary passages lo cause the 
infection. Depending on the type of bacteria 
that cause the infection, suitable antibiotics 
can be chosen that can readily correct the 
problem. Your confusion between diabetes 
and painful urination is a common one 
based upon the fact that urinary infections 
are more common in people with diabetes. 
The sugar in the urine makes a belter grow- 
ing environment for the bacteria. Whenever 
this problem occurs frequently it is wise lo 
check with your physician to determine the 
causes. This may help you prevent a simple 
infection of the bladder from progressing 
into a more serious one affecting the kidney. 

QUESTION: Will you dear up some con- 
fusion in our family 'by explaining just what 
an “MI" is? How do doctors determine if 


you have it? 

ANSWER: MI is medical shorthand for 
myocardial infarction, which in turn is the 
proper name for a heart attack. An infarc- 
tion means that an area or tissue has died 
because its blood supply has been culoffand 
myocardial means the area that died was 
heart muscle. Mis are caused by clogs, clots 
or spasms in the coronary arteries that sup- 
ply heart muscle with blood. 

Several warning signs can tell you 
whether an MI is imminent or occurring. 
These indudediscomfon or pain in thechest 
(especially a ‘feeling of great pressure or 
squeezing), shortness of breath, pain in the 
jaw, neck or arms, nausea and a cold sweat. 
Not everyone who has a heart attack has all 
or even any of these symptoms, but most 
people have at least some of them. If your 
doctor thinks you may have an MI. he or she 
will run tests, including an electrocar- 
diogram (EKG) and certain blood tests. The 
results of these tests, along with the symp- 
toms, should give the doctor enough infor- 
mation to make a diagnosis. 

QU ESTION: My doctor told pie that my 
tendinitis was an “inflammation'' of a ten- 
don. 1 thought “ilis” meant an infection, like 
in ’’appendicitis.” Can you dear this up for 
me? 

ANSWER: Your physician probably has 

diagnosed yourdiseasecorrecliy. bull dbel 


that many people have the same impression 
about our confusing medical terminology 
that you do. Actually “itis” does refer to 
inflammations, but an infection that 
produces an inflammatory reaction in the 
body. Such a' reaction produces five signs, 
often called the “cardinal” signs to emphas- 
ise their importance, which are: redness, 
warmth or heat, swelling, pain and loss of 
function in the area of the inflammation. 
When a bacteria is the culprit causing the 
inflammation, antibiotics may be used to 
fight the infection. Anti-inflammatory 
drugs ranging from aspirin, N SAIDS (non- 
steroidal anti-inflammatory medicine) to 
steroids (cortisone- like medication) can be 
used to combat the effects of the inflam- 
matory process and thus reduce intensity of 
the five signs described.

Even his crew is shooed into 
silence. In a 1981 interview he 
disclosed why. ‘The moment I 
announce a film.' he told Ella 
Dutia. ‘1 will be pestered so

much by telephone calls, let- 
ters... 1 do not have the time for 
all that.* 

All Ray would reveal was 
lhat the film wifi be made in 
Bengali and completed within 
two-and-ha If-mon ths. 

With Ray unwilling to show 
his cards before October, one 
can only speculate about the 
film’s theme. 

Could it be an updated ver- 
sion of The Alien Ray's sci-fi 
script that predated the Lucas- 
Spielberg flicks by ten years? 
liie movie maestro had inten- 
ded to film the comic con- 
sequences of the discovery of an 
extraterrestrial craft by a Mar- 


wan businessman, to be played 
then by Peter Sellers. For one 
reason or another, the project 
didn't gel airborne, though he 
eloquently discussed his plans 
into the early eighties. 

Persistence 

Ray hasconstantlyexhibiied 
tremendous persistence where 
his ventures are concerned. 
Ghare Baire. for instance, was 
co ncci ved i n the la te forties long 
befQre Pather Panchafi, but 
materialised only in 1984. 

The only thing that may 
prevent a revival of the Alien is 
Ray's own physical condition. 
Even with ail thuL high-tech and 
special effecisat hisconsole. the 


process of shooting an other- 
worldly epic may require more 
energy than the 67-year-old 
director can provide. 

In which case, the project 1 
may have a rural. Sudgati-like. 
orientation. Four years ago. he 
told Rinki Bhatlacharya that 
the project he had in mind was 
’a complete contrast to Ghare. 
Baire which was a period piece, 
dealt with upper-class people. 

It is almost certain lo be a 
rural subject.' Only the master 
then wanted to film it in Hindi. 
Will ihe present shift to Bengali 
also mark an alteration in the 
plot? No one really knows. And 
all one now knows is lhat Victor 
Baneijee will play the lead. 

What really matters is that 
Ray is makinga film after all. In 
a conversation with the United 
News of India before ihe Delhi 
fiimoLsa v, he had indicated that 
his final contribution to Indian 
cinema would be the documen- 
tary on Sukumar Ray, which he 
has refused lo subtitle on the 
ground that his father’s genius 
does not easily translate into 
English. 

Thai .he has now overcome 
that reluctance and tiredness to 
recreate that special abra- 
cadabra is indeed gratifying 
news.

Red faces on Wimbledon’s green lawns

IT HAS long been acknowled- 
ged that Wimbledon is the best 
planned, most efficiently run, 
lawn tennis tournament in the 
world. The fact that the slight- 
est hiccup in the organisation 
makes worldwide news, is a tes- 
timony to its sometimes 
jealously admired reputation. 

Yet even within the lovingly 
tendered acres forming The AJI 
England Club, there are 
moments when not everything 
flows as the referee, the players, 
the umpires, the Press, the 
administration - or the public 
intend. Some of the gicatest 
moments of embarrassment 
have long since been iccorded 
in ienni* history. 

The late M rs Dorothy Cavis- 
Brown, for so lone a stalwart of 
the umpiring fraternity in 
Britain, and on the Continent, 
became something of a legend 
after she fell asleep on Court 3, 
while taking a line during a 
match between Abe Segal and 
Clark Graebner. 

To be fair, it was one of those 
sultry, overcast afternoons, 
immediately following the 
Umpire's cocktail parly, which 
in those days was held before, 
rather than after the play, as 
now. Most people around at 
the time will recall the 
photograph of the ball boy gen- 
tiy tapping the slumbering Mrs 
Cavi>- Brown on the shoulder, 
to the huge amusement of the 
crowd and the disbelief of Mike 
Gibson, who was tournament 
referee at the lime. 

Recalling that occasion. 
Gibson says “it was an awTut 
moment but I had to laugh 
when Abe. glancing at the lady, 
saiu'l know my tennis is boring 
but 1 didn’t realise it was that 
bad.' " 

One of the secret's of Wim- 
bledon success, of course, is the 
detail which goes into the plan- 
ning. Yet sometimes even that 
has been known to falter. Tony 
Cooper, the former assistant 
secretary recalled how he woke 
up in a terrible sweat at 3.00 am 
on the morning. The Cham- 
pionships were about to start 
one year and remembered he 
had not been in touch with 
Slazenger.-. to order the balls. 
Fortunately the company 


assumed, after more than Haifa 
century, they were needed and 
sent them in the usual way. 

Then there was the time 
when only 720 rather than 
7,200 toilet rolls were ordered 
for the fortnight. Within 24 
hours the emergency measures 
which some people restored to, 
meant the drains started to 
block. It was by no means the 
only plumbing crisis. 

On the rare occasion that 
things do go wrong, however, 
remedial action is swift. Back in 
the 1930's, one guest to the 
Royal Box lost her string of 
heirloom pearls down a toilet 
when the clasp broke at the 
worst possible moment Even 
though it meant working 
through the night and digging 
into the drains almost down to 
the South-East gate, they were 
returned to her the next day. 

The problems some players 
have had with their dress over 
the years, have often made 
news. Quite apart from the fuss 
that was created by Gussie 
Moran and her lace panties, 
and later those in gold lame 
worn by Carol Fageros, there 
was the time Rosie Casals 
appeared on Court 1 in a dress 
blatantly advertising a 
cigarette company and the 
occasion John McEnroe 
walked out on the first day of 
The Championships wearing 
blue shorts. Both were per- 
suaded to change before ston- 
ing their matches, so that there 
was no breach of the 
“predominantly white" rule. . 

“With Anne White, a few 
years ago. the situation was 
slightly different she certainly 
did not break the "predomin- 
antly white" regulation. In that 
her outfit was glistening while. 
It was a figure hugging white 
body slocking which she wore 
to protect her from the cold one 
evening when she went out to 
play Pam Shriver. The 
photographers could not 
believe their lenses or their 
luck. 

One had the impression they 
were all waiting and hoping 
that Miss White might be 
ordered to change into some- 
thing more traditional on the 
court. No doubt they were 
recalling the time another 
American. Linda Siegel, 
accidentally revealed more 


than she planned whenever she 
served, while wearing a low cut. 
strapless dress. 

Only last year Tim Wilkison 
had to make a hasty retreat 
from Centre Court when the zip 
broke on his shorts; but sar- 
torial embarrassment is noth- 
ing new at Wimbledon. Over 
the years ball boys have been 
used to being asked to Fetch 
safety pins, for instance. In 
some cases, they hav^been des- 
patched to provide other forms 
of support, including refresh- 
men L 

Wimbledon has been fortun- 
ate in its Royal patronage over 
the years but even Royal guests 
have, on occasions, been wit- 
nesses of, or involved in. 
incidents which have caused 
red faces. When the Queen paid 
her first visit to Wimbledon 
after the Second World War, a 
middleaged lady on to the Cen- 
tre Court with a banner over a 
political issue which was 
paramount at the time. Col. 
John Legg, the referee, dashed 
on to intervene but being some- 
what short in stature, found his 
attempts to pull the rather large 
lady away, a daunting task. 
When the lady pulled back, she 
clearly was winning, much to 
the amusement of all concer- 
ned, including those in the 
Royal Box. 

The late King George VI, of 
course, was an enthusiastic 
Wimbledon visitor, both as a 
player and spectator. On one 
occasion, however, by some 
mischance, he locked himself 
inside what is now known as 
“The Duke's loo.’ No one knew 
how to help, until someone 
remembered that when the 
problem had happened before, 
one of the ladies working in the 
kitchen had produced the solu- 
tion. 

She was duly summoned but 
no-one told her who the 
•prisoner’ was inside. "I don’t 
know who's in there but stand 
back. I’m coming in'* she 
announced formidably, before 
charging into the door and 
bowling straight into the King 
who was standing there with his 
bowler hat on. 

Wimbledon, at times, isquite 
an animal sanctuary, not only 
for (he pigeons who have been 
known to make themselves 
more at home than most people 


would like, in Centre Court- 
SquirTels and even foxes have 
been known to frequent the 
grounds too. but when Chief 
Executive. Christopher 
Gorringe overheard on the 
walkie talkies one afternoon 
during The Championships a 
few years ago that there was ‘“a 
Pink Elephant in Somerset 
Road”, the mind boggled. Sure 
enough, though it was true. It 
was parading up and down 
ad vert i si ng a ci reus i n Battersea 
Park. 

Of course things are not 
always quite as they appear on 
the surface. For one horrifying 
moment it looked as if former 
South African player. Bob 
Hewitt, who was renowned for 
giving vent to his feelings at 
times, was giving umpire Eric 
Augur a “V" sign during one of 
his matches, long before the 
arrival of Supervisors or the 
Code of Conduct. Even worse it 
then seemed as if Augur made a 
"V”sign in response. 

In fact it was a caseof Hewitt 
asking, after a dispute over a 
serve, whether he would then be 
hitting a second serve and 
Augur responding to him that 
in fact he would be able to start 
the point again with two serves. 
Rescue 

Improvisation sometimes 
comes to the rescue. Three 
years ago Martina Navratilova 
and Paul McNaraee were still 
involved in a mixed doubles 
semi-final until barely half an 
hour before they were going to 
be needed for the final, 
immediately after a shorter 
than expected men’s singles 
final on Centre Court. 

There was obviously concern 
in the referee's office about 
whether they would be ready to 
play. “It'll be no problem. ‘I’ll 
go in 30 minutes, providing 1 
can have a plate of boiled 
potatoes.” she replied. At 
4.00pm on a final Sunday after- 
noon. that was a problem ... 
until assistant referee Jean Sex- 
ton dashed into the kitchens, 
cooked the potatoes herself and 
delivered them to Miss 
Navratilova in the dressing 
room. The champion gulped 
them down and was back out 
on court in less than 23 minutes. 
Wimbledon's reputation for 
making sure everything runs 
smoothly, was preserved.

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Japan’s trade 
surplus 
rises for 
firsttime 
in 15 months 

TOKYO, Aug 10, (Reuter): 
Japan's trade surplus in July, 
announced today, rose for the 
first time in 1 S months and econ- 
omists said it could be a sign the 
country’s booming economy was 
cooling. 

The sudden upturn, with the 
balance rising to $7.18 billion 
from 6.94 billion in July last year, 
caught many .economists off 
guard. 

“We were surprised.” one 
economist said, "we had expec- 
ted the overall trade figure to be 
down at least S I billion." : 

Several economists said 
especially significant was July's 
slower gro wth of imports, which 
seems to indicate the Japanese 
economy is cooling, at least in Lhe 
short term. 

Growth 

Imports, rising recently at a 
rate of 30 per cent a month, grew 
only 23.1 per cent to $15.95 
billion. But exports continued 
their strong growth, gaining 1 6.2 
per cent to S23. 1 3 billion. 

"Imports depend much on the 
trend of the economy as a 
whole." said Soichi Enkyo, an 
economist at Bank of Tokyo. 
“But we should have only short- 
term sluggishness as Japan's 
economy itself is good and 
strong.” 

“The economy should soon 
return to its former brisk 
course," he said, adding the 
la lest data were only a reaciio n to 
the intense economic activity 
during the previous quarters. 

Enkyo predicts Japan's gross 
national product will grow more 
than five per cent this financial 
year, which ends next March 3 1 . 

Until a few months ago most 
economists had put the figure at 
around four per cent. 

Enkyo also said it was impor- 
tant Japan maintain its policies 
which support domestic demand 
so the economy will continue to 
grow. If domestic consumer and 
corporate demand begin to 
wane, manufacturers could 
. renew their export, drive,, possi-- 
bly harming international rela- 
tions, he added? 

Although J idyls. surplus and 
exports were up, Japan's trade 
focus was not on the United 
States but on Europe and South- 
east Asia, economists noted. 

The sensitive surplus with the 
United States narrowed to S4.49 
billion in July from 4.79 billion a 
year earlier. 

Exports to the United States 
only grew four per cent due 
mainly to sluggish shipments of 
cars due to inventory adjust- 
ments by American dealers, said 
senior economist James Vestal at 
Baring Securities (Japan). 
Inventories 

"At the beginning of the sum- 
mer. there was a huge pile up of 
inventories.” Vestal said. 

Healso said Tokyo’s trade sur- 
plus with Washington should 
continue to decline. "We might 
gel a couple of nasty months with 
imports going up, but lhe long- 
term trend is down.” 

Japan's surplus with the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity rose to SI .97 billion from 1 .53 
billion a year earlier, while its gap 
with Southeast Asia gained to 
1.73 billion from 1.49 billion. 


World Bank 
ready to expand 
lending 

NEW YORK, Aug ! 0 :“Fiscal 
1988 was an excellent year for the 
World Bank." Ernest Stem, sen- 
ior vice president for finance, 
said in New York on July 14. He 
cited approval of a capital 
increase which raised the bank's 
total authorised capital of $ 1 7 1 .4 
billion, a net income of $1 billion, 
and increasingly cost-effective 
and growing access to inter- 
national markets. according to 
World Bank News. 

“These results,” he said, 
"provide a very strong basis for 
the planned expansion by 10 per 
cent a year of the bank's lending 
to over $20 billion a year by the 
early 1990s." 

The bank’s net income for 
FY1988. which ended on June 
30, was SI .004 billion, compared 
with last year's SI. 1 13 billion. 
When added to reserves, the net 
income will bring the bank's total 
reserves to S8.5 billion. 

The World Bank completed its 
510.8 billion multi-currency 
borrowing programme al an 
average cosl of 6.7 per cent, pie 
bank also saved S476 million 
from refinancings totalled $4.4 
billion equivalent of earlier 
higher coupon borrowings. 

Largely because of these sav- 
ings, the bank was able to lower 
its lending rate twice in FY 1988. 
The lending rate now stands at 
7.59 per cent for the six months 
beginning July 1. 1988. This rate 
is the lowest since the pool-based 
lending rate sysLem began in July 
1982. 


Move to raise oil prices 


Venezuela seeks new OPEC accords 


CARACAS, Aug 10, (Reuter): 
Venezuela's new energy minister 
said today that a Gulf war 
ceasefire would open the way for 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) to 
overcome differences and establ- 
ish steady oil prices at higher 
levels. 

“We now have a much more 
propitious atmosphere to reach 
agreements that permit us to 
establish a far more balanced 
situation for oil than that which 
we have had in previous years," 
Energy Minister Julio Cesar Gil 
said. 

Opportunity 

“Oil prices are like a yo-yo," 
Gil told reporters. “Wc warn to 
achieve market accords the 
market sees as credible . . . and 
then prices will be strengthened." 

He said a jump in the oil prices 
on Monday showed the market 
had already perceived the 
(OPEC) was advancing towards 


unity afler the United Nations 
announced the ceasefire 
agreement. 

"OPEC members now have a n 
opportunity to surmount 
problems that exist within lhe 
organisation and have prevented 
us from arriving at reliable 
accords,” he told reporters. 

Gil forecast that Venezuela's 
average oil prices could rise from 
an average so far this year of 
about SI 4 per barrel to between 
$1 4.50 and 15.50 a barret for all 
of! 988. 

Gil’s predecessor Arturo Her- 
nandez G risanti, a former OPEC 
president, blamed the Gulf Arab 
slates last year for producing a 
glut above OPEC-set output 
levels, causing prices to fall 
below the target of 5 1 8 a barrel. 

In July, a Reuter survey 
estimated OPEC production at 
an 11 -month high of 18.98 
million barrels per day (BPD), 
well above its own ceiling of 


15.06 million BPD. The organ- 
isation said that increased 
production by Saudi Arabia, 
Iraq, Kuwait and the UAE 
caused the surplus. 

Iraq has ignored OPEC's 
production quota for the past 
two years, refusing any limit 
other than parity with Iran's 

2.369 million BPD. Iran has 
repeatedly refused this request, 
most recently at OPEC’s last full 
conference in June. 

Ties 

Petroleum analysts said that 
Gil wanted to mend ties with 
divided members of Lhe organ- 
isation and forge new OPEC 
accords with Gulf Arab states in 
a bid to raise oil prices. 

“We will have a policy of 
becoming closer to OPEC Arab 
states to coincide more and reach 
agreements,” he said. 

“Gill will try to heal the 
wounds with the Arab states,” 
Jose Suarez Nunez, editor of the 


Venezuelan oil journal Petrofin- 
anzas, told Reuters. “He will 
prefer quiet lobbying over (lhe) 
emotional speeches made by his 
predecessor." 

“The new minister is coming in 
with the dice in his favour," said 
Clive Bashleigh, a Caracas oil 
consultant. “For the first time 
since 1980. OPEC won’t have 
two principals (Iran and Iraq) 
that are ai war with each other." 

Quota 

The United Arab Emirates 
repudiated its quota of 948.000 
BPD in June and authorised 
production of up to 1.5 million 
barrels per day. Gil said on Mon- 
day 1 hat Lhe UAE may change its 
mind after OPEC Secretary- 
General Subrolo visited there 
late last month. 

Caracas clashed with Kuwait 
in June over types of extra-light 
hydrocarbons to include in 
OPEC quotas.

Kuwait companies to expand business ties with Iraq 

Economic recovery hopes soar

KUWAIT'S factories currently 
working al a drastically reduced 
capacity are hoping to resume- 
maximum production once the 
massive reconstruction effort in 
1 raq and Iran is set into motion. 

The two countries that have 
been at war for nearly eight years 
have agreed on a ceasefire as a 
first step towards talks expected 
to lead to a permanent peace. The 
news has injected Kuwait's busi- 
ness community with fresh hopes 
for economic recovery in the 
country but is particularly wel- 
comed by companies which have 
hung onto business by the skin of 
their teeth in anticipation of an 
early end to the Iraq-lran con- 
flict. 

Kuwait's economists point 
out that companies which were 
represented in Iraq before the 
_war_would _be_among lhe first to__ 
resume the business ties with that 
dountry. •' ;-v-i " ■ >..~ 

• M.-A. Kharafi, Kuwait's lead- 


ing manufacturer of pre- 
fabricated houses, who relied on 
the Iraqi government as its big- 
gesL customer in the pre-war 
period, are casting a hopeful eye 
m the direction of Kuwait's nor- 
thern neighbour. 

The company first began 
delivering pre- fabricated houses 
to Iraq in 1974/75. “We supplied 
the whole of Iraq from Basra to 
Mosul" said Hassaa Hauda, the 
acti ng facto ry man ager, recalling 
the good limes. 

In the late 1970s Lhe factory 
reached peak production turning 
out 1 5 portakabins a day for the 
Iraqi market. Japanese firms in 
Iraq were also treasured clients. . 

Today, the same factory which 
has lhe capacity to produce 20 
medium size portakabins, man- 
ufactures one every twodays. “In 
the last three to four years the 
business has shrunk to one tenth 
. of . what it used to be in-thc-iate - 
1970s” said Hauda. ( ....... 

>, ''"The mobile cabins’are \jifed fbT V 
offices >and- accommodation at 


construction sites and can be 
obtained at upto KD IQU per 
square metre. "A 12 metre long 
and 4.8 metre wide cabin costs 
about KD 2,000" says Hauda. 

The production was reduced 
to a trickle after Iraq entered the 
second year of the war and reces- 
sion hit Kuwait. Over the years 
the factory which is now in the 
red was forced to reduce its work- 
force from 300 lo thecurrent 100. 

But the management believes 
that the worst is over. “We only 
hope that peace is achieved 
soon” said Taha Arafat, the fin- 
ancial manager. 

Contracts 

The company has renewed its 
contacts in Iraq and Arafat plans 
to send a group of salesmen there 
to discuss details. 

Hewillalso try to push some of 
the locally produced as well as 
imported construction materials 
—such as cement, aluminium, steel 
and lumber. He says slocks can 
ije builvupin a month or two and 
he is eagerly waiting for the 


demand to pick up. 

When the action will start is 
not known yet but Hauda 
believes it may lake an other three 
years before the business is res- 
tored to its previous levels. 

Plans 

Arafat's plans for expansion 
also include Iran, which if he is 
successful, would be a new 
market for the company. 

“If there is genuine peace there 
is no reason why we should not 
do business in Iran. They are still 
our brothers” says Arafat. 

Instead of sending salesmen to 
Iran he intends lo place advert- 
isements in Iranian papers lo 
promote his company. 

He admits that if he was to do 
business in Iran he would have to 
face competition from Dubai. 
“Bui if it is only a matter of 
competition then weean succeed. 
We can match their quality, 
quantity and deadlines" he says. 

M.A. Kharafi also runs a fac- 
tory for pro-fabricated houses in 
Saudi Arabia. ‘

Britain unable 
to accept 
Kuwait offer 
to limit BP 
share 

LONDON, Aug 10, (Reuter): 
Kuwait pledged today not to 
raise its 21 .68 percent stake in oil 
giant British Petroleum Co. PLC 
(BP) but the British government 
said it could not accept the 
undertaking while an inquiry 
into the holding was going on. 
The London-based Kuwait 
Investment Office (KIO) signed 
legally binding deals which oil 
analysts said effectively 
promised not to mount a take- 
over of Britain’s biggest oil com- 
pany. 

But Britain — which last May 
launched a Monopolies and 
Mergers Commission (MMC) 
investigation to judge whether 
KIO's stake was against public 
interests — said legal tech- 
nicalities prevented acceptance 
of the covenant during an 
inquiry. 

. • Probe 

"The undertaking cannot be 
received during a probe because 
iL might influence the report,” 
said a Trade and Industry 
Department spokesman. 

Industry sources said the Gulf 
stale, one of OPEC’s most 
powerful members, sought to 
assuage fears by BP and govern- 
ment officials that it was interes- 
ted in a takeover of BP or control 
of the company's board. 

Concern grew in Britain after 
Kuwait began snapping up 
cheap BP slock after its share 
price collapsed in the October 
stock market crash. The crash 
coincided with the British 
government’s decision lo sell off 
its remaining 31.5 per cent slake 
in BP. 

Kuwait had already assured 
the government it would limit its 
involvement in BP and a formal 
document bolstered its case, oil 
analysts said. 

The deeds on Tuesday agreed 
not lo increase KIO's holding or 
voting power of more lhan 14.9 
per cent of BP stock. KIO also 
agreed not to block any board 
appointments proposed by BP 
and said it would not seek a direc- 
torship itself. 

"Kuwait will use its interest in 
BP only lo protect its investment 
and n ot to fu n her any other com- 
mercial or political interest of 
Kuwait,” it said. 

Should Kuwait sell any shares 
it will never in future buy more 
Lhan 20 per cent of the company, 
it added. 


Fed tries to dampen inflation 
by hiking bank lending rate 


Elf Aquitaine considers 
Italian oil expansion 


WASHINGTON. Aug 10, (AP): 
The Federal Reserve Board - 
the US central bank in a move 
to fight inflation, said il was 
boosting its key bank lending 
rate for'thc first lime in nearly a 
year. Analysis said other interest 
rales likely would head higher as 
a result. 

With only three months lefi 
before the presidential election, 
the board members, all appoin- 
ted by President Ronald Reagan, 
on Tuesday sent a dramatic sig- 
nal that they were willing lo push 
up interest rales to dampen 
inflationary pressures even al the 
risk of endangering Vice- 
President George Bush's 
presidential aspirations. 

Rates 

The increase in the discount 
rate, to 6.5 per cent from j per 
cent, was adopted by a 6-tl vole 
and look effect immediately. It 
won the first change since Sept 4 
and pul the rale al its highest in 
more lhan two years. 


Economists said jumps in 
other interest rates, including 
those on mortgage rales and 
credit cards, are likely to follow. 

• "This will hit consumer pock- 
eis fairly soon.” said David 
Jones, an economist with A ubrey 
G. Lanston. a government 
securities dealer in New York. 

He said banks likely will raise 
their prime rate, the interest they 
charge their most creditworthy 
commercial customers, this week 
or next. 

Investors, particularly foreign 
investors, have been sceptical 
that the Federal Reserve would 
have the stomach to make such a 
move with the presidential elec- 
tion on the line. 

However, with this increase, 
Jones said: "I think the Fed 
proved beyond any reasonable 
doubt that it does have a back- 
bone and that it is willing to fight 
inflation even in an election 
year.” 

At the White House, presiden- 


tial spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
said the administration was dis- 
appointed with the increase, but 
he refrained from criticising 
Federal Reserve chairman Alan 
Greenspan. 

“We're always disappointed 
when interest rales go up. but we 
understand there is a reason for 
it,” Fitzwater told reporters. 
“We think the Federal Reserve 
has done a good job. . - - We 
think the Fed’s on the right 
course.” 

Support 

Bush, campaigning in Penn- 
sylvania, echoed Fitzwater 's 
remarks. 

“I support what the Fed does, 
and did. Sometimes there has lo 
be some fine-tuning because you 
wani giowLh. but you don't want 
it with 'excessive inflation, and 
therefore the Federal Reserve 
Board sometimes has lo tighten, 
up and sometimes they loosen 
up," Bush said. 


EDMONTON, Alberta, Aug 10, 
(Reuter): Elf Aquitaine is con- 
sidering another round of expan- 
sion at the Rospo Mare heavy oil 
field o(T Italy’s Adriatic coast, 
the company's deputy director of 
research and development said 
yesterday. 

Elfs Italian subsidiary will 
drill at least one appraisal well 
and conduct extensive seismic 
tests this year to evaluate new 
areas of the field, which is already 
the largest in lialy, Jacques Bosio 
told Reuters. 

If the tests are successful, and 
oil prices remain stable, Bosio 
said Elf and its Italian oil partner 
Agip could begin a third phase of 
development drilling in Lhe field 
in 1989. 

Elf Indiana has a 61 .7 per cent 
stake in the field with Agip hold 
the remainder. 

Cost 

Bosio would not speculate on 
the cosl of the expansion which 
would likely involve Lhe drilling 
of five or six new wells. 

The development budget for 


the second phase of the project, 
however, which involved the 
drilling of five wells and installa- 
tion of the production equip- 
ment in 1986, was approximately 
SI 30 million. 

“The field covers an estimated 
area of 45,000 acres ( 18,200 hec- 
tares) and the wells drilled to date 
only about 12,000 acres (4856 
hectares) though there is room 
for many other production 
zones.’’ Bosio said. 

“However, il will depend lo 
some extent on oil prices, the 
heavy oil production from the 
field is already sold at a discount 
of about 30 per cent from lhe 
official OPEC price.” 

Rospo Mare is the only oil 
field in the world producing 
almost entirely from horizon- 
tally-drilled wells. 

Unlike conventional, vertical 
wells punched into oil forma- 
tions at a 90-degree angle, 
horizontal wells snake through 
oil zones parallel to the surface, 
reaching more of an oil reservoir 
and increasing production. 


Junger ordered to pay 
compensation to VW 

BRUNSWICK, West Germany, Aug 10, ( Reuter l: A West 
German court has ordered the former bead of foreign exchange of 
carmaker Volkswagen AG to pay 20 million marks (S5. 2 million) 
in compensation for his role in a currency fraud. Labour court 
president Erwin Schulz-Behrendl told Reuters today that Burgh- 
ard “Bobby 1 ' Junger had been told to pay tile compensation in 
connection with the currency swindle which cost VW 480 million 
marks (S252 million). Jungcr's former deputy at VW, Lutz 
QuaquiL was ordered to pay five million marks '{$2.6 million) in 
compensation, Schulz- Bchrendt, who presided over the trial on 
Tuesday, said. Junger was released in June on one million marks 
($526,000) bail after spending more than a year in detention. He 
and Quaquil took legal action against V\V after being sacked 
without notice when the fraud came to light in March. 1987. VW 
responded with a legal counter move and demanded com pensa t ion 
from the two men. Schulz-Behrendt said the court still had to deal 
with Jnnger's and Quaquil's charges. They have alleged that 
V W]s w orkers' council was not informed in time of the dismissals, 
making the firings illegal. Manfred Pilgrim, head of VW's legal 
department, described the compensation as “first payments due 
to the company.” “We consider the compensation to be realistic. 
However, should we learn that tbetwo (Junger and Quaquil) have 
more funds at their disposal, we will consider taking further 
steps,” Pilgrim said. Volkswagen said last year the fraud had 
involved hedging against currency movements at a time when the 
dollar was higher than at present and that documents about the 
hedging operation were probably falsified. Hedging is often used 
(Hit by large international companies to protect against exchange 
rate fluctuations that may affect their business. In hedging 
operations they contract to buy and sell currencies at a future date 
at an agreed price. 

Dubai merchants expect 
trade upturn with Iran 

DUBAl, Aug 10, (Reuter): Iran's trade with Dubai looks set to 
grow with the end of the Gulf war and demand for Iranian riyals 
has soared, bankers and merchants said today. “The outlook is 
good after eight years of conflict and people are rushing to take 
advantage,” Graham Thewlis of the Union Bank of the Middle 
East told Reuters. Bankers said this entrepot centre, which kept 
close ties to Tehran throughout the war, is well-placed to benefit 
from Iran's reconstruction. Dubai's re-exports to Iran, mostly 
food, consumer goods and machinery , reached 13 billion dirhams 
($354 million) in 1987, the highest level since the war began in 
1980. The rival was trading today at 76 to the dirham after 
doubling in value in the past week and quadrupling since early 
July. The sudden increase, fuelled by euphoria over the apparent 
end of the war, has temporarily disrupted trade as merchants wait 
for prices to settle or try to make quick killings. Bankers said 
some merchants seemed too optimistic and cautioned that it could 
take months for trade, mostly carried by dhow 150 miles across 
theGulf. to pick upsignificantiy. '“People are dreaming of a boom 
but they must have patience,” said souk merchant Saleh Moham- 
med. He said Iran may not be able to afford a sodden influx of 
imports and needed time to rebuild its export industries. Dubai 
imported goods worth 486 million dirhams ($132 million) from 
Iran last year, most of it food and manufactured items. Trade 
volume with Iran, Dubai's top re-export market, fluctuated 
widely throughout the war because Iran frequently altered import 
restrictions. T radc dropped sharply at f be end of last year as Iran 
clamped new import curbs and reduced passenger flights to 
Dubai, but bankets said a recovery had begun in the last few 
months. “Dubai has a big Iranian merchant class and the most 
efficient ports in theGulf,” one said. “Trade can only go up in the 
longterm.” 

Proposal to raise Nigerian 
power tariff rejected 

LAGOS, Aug 10, (OPECNA): The Nigerian government has 
rejected a tariff increase by the National Electric Power Auth- 
ority (NEPA), Minister of Mines, Power and Sled Alhaji Bunn 
Sheriff Musa has announced. Speaking to the first triennial 
delegates conference of the NEPA senior staff association, Bunn 
said that the government rejected the proposal on the ground that 
it would adversdy affect consumers. But be stressed that the 
government would assist the authority in cushioning the effect the 
current low tariff was having on operations. “I must state that all 
necessary support will be provided to ensure prompt implementa- 
tion of the new commercial structure of NEPA to fulfil the 
government's aspirations in the new dispensation,” he said. He 
added that the authority's new status should be reflected in the 
remunerations of its staff and general measures lo improve 
morale. NEPA general manager David Oyeyele pointed out that 
the new organisational structure would consider the qualifica- 
tions, background and aptitude’of staff before deployment. The 
authority, he said, would embark on intensive training program- 
mes to meet the challenges of today's modem technology. Mean- 
while, president of the senior staff association M.A. Odedina 
urged the government to effect the commercialisation of the 
authority without delay. 

Prospects for poor nations’ 
development ‘not encouraging’ 

VIENNA, Aug 10, (OPECNA): Prospects for future develop- 
ment in the world's poorest states do not appear encouraging, Dr 
Seyyh) Abdulai, director-general of the OPEC Fund for Inter- 
national Development, said here. But he added that the situation 
could improve if there were fewer protectionist measures in the 
industrialised world and more equitable terms of trade. Speaking 
in an interview with the West German Deutsche Welle television 
network. Abdulai said the tendency to rush emergency relief to 
developing countries in times of crisis and back off as soon as the 
critical point is crossed, is doing little to improve the lot of the 
affected countries. “It is leaving some of the countries even 
poorer,*' he pointed out. Abdulai said it would be better to make it 
possible Tot developing countries to earn their keep via free trade, 
rather than placing obstacles in the way of trade and falling back 
oo develop meat aid, emergency or not. “Developed countries 
would best aid developing countries by making it posible for the 
tatter to produce and sell, rather than subsidising their own 
developed countries' production and depressing market prices,” 
be declared. “When developing countries cannot earn foreign 
exchange, they in turn cannot purchase the manufactures of the 
industrialised countries. And this depresses the global economy,” 
Abdulai stressed. 

Oil prices to improve further 

JAKARTA, Ang 10, (OPECNA): Indonesian Minister of Mines 
and Energy Ginandjar kartasasmha expects improvement in oil 
prices daring the fourth quarter of this year. He noted that during 
winter, oil demand in industrialised countries increases. He said, 
however, that OPEC producers alike should cut their production 
by a combined total of about one million BPD. Elaborating, he 
said that what was needed was cutting back on oil production and 
not on production levels. Speaking to journalists here on T uesday, 
the minister said that with the cutback the price improvement 
would only occur gradually as stocks held by industrialised 
countries had reached their highest level since 1981 According to 
Ginandjar, prices could be influenced by psychological factors. 
He warned that such a situation would only last for a day or two as 
prices would soon again be determined by the fundamental factors 
of supply and demand.

Kuwait dinar deposit 
rates hold firm tone 


KUWAITI dinar interbank 
deposits held firm in a tight 
market yesterday, with the Cen- 
tral Bank reported to be offering 
only small amounts of liquidity 
through overnight repurchase 
agreements based on treasury 
bills. 

Dealers said overnight was bid 
at 10 per cent, in line with Tues- 
day’s firm levels, although 
tomorrow-next and spot-next 
were slightly softer ranging bet- 
ween 7-1/2 and seven per cent. 

The market has been tight for 
several days now, but traders 
said the Central Bank has been 
generally sparing with its aid. 

One said: “The market will 
stay tight unless the Central 
Bank steps in more with funds." 
Offerings 

A programme of treasury bill 
offerings has been neutral on 
liquidity, with the latest 100 
million dinars (S350 million) of 
paper issued this week replacing 
a maturing series for the same 
amounL 

Most activity yesterday was in 
the short-dales, with the fixed 
periods from one-month to one- 
year indicated at a barely traded 
and little changed uniform level 
of 6-1/2, six per cent. 

The Central Bank set ils dinar 
exchange rate at 0.28394/04 at 
the start of business, but later 
adjusted it softer to 028464/74 as 


the dollar traded firmer in inter- 
national markets. Commercial 
banks quoted rates around 
0.28470/90. 

Meanwhile. Saudi riyal 
deposits began to creep higher 
again yesterday after an early 
decline petered out and banks in 
the offshore centre of Bahrain 
bid-for funds. 

Dealers said early trading 
looked set to extend Tuesday's 
sharp fall from 20-month highs 
on expectations that funds tied 
up by a share flotation for Saudi 
Arabia's biggest moneychanger 
would soon re-enter the market 
and boost liquidity. 

Bui rates began to push higher 
taler as some banks sought to 
rebuild positions and uncer- 
tainty surrounded exactly when 
funds from Al- Rajhi Banking 
and Investment .Corp s heavily 
oversubscribed offering would 
filter through to the market. 

Investment 

Traders expect about 2.1 
billion rivals ($560 million) could 
return to the interbank market as 
Al-Rajhi returns cheques to 
investors whose share allotment 
has been cut.

Stocks tumble on rate hikes 


LONDON. Aug 10, (Reuter): 
Rising interest rates sent shud- 
ders through world stock 
exchanges today, while thedollar 
held steady, closing virtually 
unchanged in Europe, 

Wall Street stocks, which tum- 
bled 1.3 per cent on Tuesday 
after the US central bank raised 
its key discount rate by half a 
percentage point to 6.5 percent. 
Tell sharply from the opening bell 
and by noon the Dow Jones 
industrial average was down 
26.68 points at 2.052.45. 

“The blood is flowing here.” 
said Jay Gene Seagle. director of 
technical research at brokers 
Gruntal and Co in New York. 

The London slock exchange 
had fallen during the day. but 
New York's weak opening and 
market .speculation about the 
possibility of higher West Ger- 
man interest rates sent British 
shares down even further in the 


afternoon, dealers said. 

Other European markets also 
focused on whether West Ger- 
many's Bundesbank would raise 
rates to help the Deutschemark. 
which has weakened sharply 
against the dollar in recent 
weeks. 

“The rise in US interest rates 
can go even further. For us (West 
Germany) this means that we'll 
have to follow suit." Emst-

Turkish 
lira drops 
in move 
towards 
flotation 


ISTANBUL, Aug 10. (Reuter): 
The Turkish lira dropped 1.73 
percent against thedollar yester- 
day in the first stage of a move 
towards a floating interbank 
currency market. 

A cross-section of banks and a 
foreign exchange dealer joined 
the Central Bank for a first joint 
fixing of a daily exchange rale at 
1 .48 1 lira to the dollar, a 25-lira 
drop. 

“It was very successful," said 
the Central’ Bank's Yaman 
Toruner. head of the money 
markets and funds. 

Bankers and economists wel- 
comed the move towards a float- 
ing lira, one of Prime Minister 
Turgut Ozal's major targets, but 
some warned care was needed to 
avoid a run on the currency. 

The open market interbank 
lira rale — freed last month for 
deals over $ 50,000 — closed on 
Monday above 1,509 to the 
dollar. One bank said the Central 
Bank sold it 100.000 dlrs in that 
range during the fixing session. 

"We are going to see some 
more jumps in the next few days. 
The Central Bank must take 
strong measures to stop people 
speculating on foreign 
exchange,” said one senior ban- 
ker in Istanbul. Turkey's com- 
mercial capital. 

The lira fell 23 percent against 
the dollar in January on the 
Istanbul bazaar black market 
after a public loss of trust. 

Officials say light control will 
be kept on the money supply, but 
the lira is still suffering from 
inflation that rose to 75.5 per 
cent at end-July. 

The probability of a referen- 
dum and local elections in the 
next few months will also bring 
government pressure on the Cen- 
tral Bank to print more money, 
economists say. 

Despite the threat poised by a 
floating currency to profit mar- 
gins and the lira, bankers praise 
such progress in a country where 
ownership of a dollar note was a 
serious crime until 1983. 

“It’s in everybody's interest 
that it works well.” said Haluk 
Ulusoy. treasurer at Suudi- 
Amcrican Bank in Istanbul and 
one of the only major interbank 
market-makers. 

"The real value of the T urkish 
lira will come out... the practice is 
an important step towards con- 
vertibility." Metin Boysan. gen- 
eral manager of Titibank. told 
reporters. 


Indian pilots 
trying to 
join Gulf Air 


ABOUT 200 Indian pilots work- 
ing with the domestic carrier 
Indian Airlines, are inane to 
leave the airline and join the 
Bah rain- based Gulf Air. 

The pilots have already 
applied for jobs at Gulf Air and 
the selection process will start 
soon in the western port city of 
Bombay, a Gulf Air official said 
yesterday. 

The pilots cite a “poor work- 
ing environment” at Indian 
Airlines as one of the chief 
reasons for seeking jobs with 
Gulf Air. The west Asian airline 
offers attractive salaries and 
other incentives. 

The move has caused a con- 
siderable concern among lop 
Indian Airlines officials who are 
planning to ask the Civil Avia- 
tion Ministry' to request that the 
foreign carrier not entertain the 
pilots* applications. Airline 
officials say another reason the 
government should approach 
Gulf Airis the shortage of pilots. 

Indian Airlines officials said 
that 152 pilots, all of whom are 
flying Boeing 737s arc to be 
trained by the Airbus Industries 
at Toulouse in France. Others 
would be trained in India. 


Gulf banks pin recession relief on ceasefire 


Kuwait and Dubai look set to boom 


BAHRAIN. Aug 10, (Reuter): 
Gulf banks believe they could be 
lifted out of a five-year recession 
by economic reconstruction in 
Iran and Iraq after eight years of 
war. 

Massive reconstruction 
projects and demand for con- 
sumer goods in Iran and Iraq 
promise to crank up dormant 
Gulf factories and revitalise the 
area's re-export trade, bankers 
said. 

"Kuwait and Dubai look set to 
boom and the economies of 
Saudi Arabia and Bahrain will 
get a nice shot in the arm at 
least.” said one Arab banker in 
Bahrain. 

Bankers say the lion's share or 
their business will be trade- 
related finance, but they expect 
other business to spring from a 
general pick-up in regional econ- 
omies. 


abroad may also be lured back to 
be invested in local economies. 

“The place that will see the 
most dramatic increase will be 
Dubai." said a Western banker. 

Dhows, the small private 
boats that have plied the waters 
between Dubai and Iranian ports 
for millenia. kept up their trade 
through the war. and now the 
emirate is thought to be in the 
best position for peace-time 
trade. 

Similarly. Kuwait is set to be 
Iraq's major port until Iraq 
clears the Shat Al-Arab water- 
way and gets on with a S3 billion 
development scheme for the port 
of Basra.

British 
and Japanese are expected to get 
most business. 

With the ceasefire, Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait will be freed

Tunisia plans to scrap 
foreign exchange controls 


TUNIS, Aug 10, (Reuter): Tun- 
isia plans to scrap foreign 
exchange controls and turn the 
dinar into a fully-convertible 
currency by the mid- 1990, Cen- 
tral Bank Governor Ismail 
Khelil said today. 

Khelil, in an interview with 
Reuters, spelled out plans for the 


second stage of a far-reaching 

wifi 


reform programme which will 
leave Tunisia with one of the 
most liberal economies in the 
Arab world. 

'"We are really in the pro ess 
of changing the whole money 
market right now and we intend 
to create a foreign exchange 
market. This is our next step," ne 
said. 

Liberalise 

Khelil said the government of 
President Zine Ai Abidine Ben 
Ali aimed to liberalise the econ- 
omy by 1991 and would then 
focus on the currency. 

A number of steps have been 
taken to prepare domestic banks 
for the challenge, he said. 

Under recent reforms many 
Tunisians can now hold hard 
currency accounts, there have 
bden changes in domestic interest 
-rates to increaseintrr-hank com- 
~ petition, and the Central Bank 
has been overhauled and given 
more independence. 

"We want banks to be familiar 
dealing with foreign exchange. 
We are creating little by little a 
foreign exchange market within 


the country. This is a step 
because our aim is to make the 
dinar a convertible currency,” he 
said. 

Setting out a step-by-step 
approach to reform, Khdil has 
maintained the abolition of 
currency restrictions was essen- 
tial to attract foreign investors. 

"It is my conviction that this 
(restrictions) has been one of the 
more serious handicaps for 
attracting capital,” he said. 

“On the psychological level 
when you say to an investor this 
is a free country and you can 
bring in whatever you want and 
then take it out again, it really 
makes a big difference." 

But he cautioned it was impor- 
tant to liberalise the economy, 
including the privatisation of at 
least 100 large state enterprises, 
before focusing on the currency 
reforms.

Khelil had no doubts T unisia's 
economy which grew by 5.8 per 
cent in 1987 — well ahead of 
predictions and the highest 
growth in North Africa — would 
be strong enough to meet the 
challenge of overseas competi- 
tion. 

“From the first results, we 
believe we are really on the good 
path,” he said. 

He said the country's foreign 
reserves, which stood at $565 
mini on on August I , were at the 
highest level for some 30 years as 
a result of increases in exports, 
tourism receipts and remittances 
from workers abroad.

More significantly, he said 
investment in export-oriented 
industry had shown a big 
increase. Businessmen were now 
confident after the uncertainty 
that marked the final years in 
power of former President Habib 
Boureuiba.

THE shyest and most self- 
effacing of the wail com- 
munity were the most dan- 
gerous; you hardly ever 
saw one unless you looked 
for- it, and yet there must 
have been several hundred 
living in the cracks of the.

EDMOND. Okla.. Aug 10. 
(Reuter): The US PGA Cham- 
pionship. which begins here 
tomorrow, will either help settle, 
or help fuel, the controversy over 
where the best golfers come from 
these days. 

If an American does not win 
the PGA. the fourth and final 
major championship of the year, 
it will lend credence to the 
argument that the United Slates 
no longer holds the monopoly on 
the game it has had since World 
War Two. 

Non-Americans have already 
won two of the firel three majors 
— Sandy Lyle of Britain the 
Masters in April and Severiano 
Ballesteros of Spain the British 
Open last month. 

Prevented 

Only Curtis Strange’s playoff 
victory over Briton Nick Faldo 
in the US Open in Juneprevenlcd 
a European sweep. 

If an American wins here - 
131 are entered against only 19 
foreigners — things will tie all 
square and the debate will con- 
tinue into next year.

Belgian Interior Minister 
Louis Tobback has now seL 1990 
as the deadline for clubs to meet 
safety standards established 
after lhe May 1985 tragedy in 
which 39 people died in riots bet- 
ween rival fans, a ministry spok- 
esman said today. 

The drama, just before the 
start of the European Cup final 
between Liverpool and Juven- 
tus. led to an indefinite ban from 
European competition or all 
English clubs. 

Standards 

In July 1986 the Interior Min- 
istry gave Belgian clubs two years 
to bring Lheir safety standards up 
to scratch. But the spokesman 
said that despite some 
improvements, many clubs had 
still failed to comply fully with 
the new standards.

Press and public rally around Coe 


LONDON. Aug 10, (Reuter): A 
ground swell of British public 


support is keeping alive Sebas- 
tian Coe's slender hopes ofehas- 


tian Coe's slender hopes of chas- 
ing a third Olympic title in Seoul 
next month. 

Britain's popular press and 
public alike have rallied around 
Coe. arguably the world's most 
gifted middle-distance runner of 
the decade, who was controver- 
sially left out of the nation's 
Olympic squad by the British 
Amateur Athletic Board 
(BAAB) on Monday. 

Insisting 

One national newspaper’s 
back-page headline proclaimed 
today: “Coe must go,” insisting 
that the Olympic 1,500 metres 
champion on 1980 and 1984 
should run in Seoul. 

And another reported that the 
selectors — angry at having their 
recommendation to select Coe 
for the 800 metres ignored by the 


BAAB council — might ask the 
British Olympic Association 
(BOA) to insist on Coe’s selec- 
tion. 

The BOA said today that it 
had not been approached by the 
selectors. 

Bui spokeswoman Caroline 
Searie said: “i don't think we 
would get involved. If we'd wan- 
ted to intervene we would have 
done some months ago when the 
BAAB announced Lheir selection 
policy. 

"There are wiser athletics 
heads than ours.” Bui it is not 
unprecedented for the BOA to 
insist on a team change prior to 
an Olympics. 

In 1976, the BOA and then 
sports minister Denis Howell 
forced Britain’s boxing auth- 
orities to omit a boxer picked for 
the Montreal Games by his selec- 
tor father. 

Searie said: ‘The rules state 


that entries for the Olympics 
should be submitted by the 
National Olympic Committees. 

“But ixr practice, we let the 
sports governing bodies decide 
who should go.” 

She added: “The BAAB have 
given us their fiiU entry for the 
games and the 800 and 1,500 
metre places are filled. 

“1 think the only way Coe will 
get in now is if one of those 
nominated for the 800 and 1,500 
metres gets injured. He is first 
reserve for both events." 

Disregarded 

The selectors are reported to 
have voted unanimously for Coe 
to join Steve Gram and Tom 
McKean — first and second in 
the British trials at the weekend 
— in the 800 metres. 

But the full 21 -member BAAB 
council disregarded their recom- 
mendation, voting 1 1-10 in 
favour of world championship 


runner-up Peter Elliott ahead of 
world record holder, twice Olym- 
pic silver medallist and 
European champion Coe. 

Coe failed to reach the 1,500 
metres final at the trials having 
mistimed his return from high- 
altitude training. But the press 
campaign for ms inclusion has 
been prompted by a wave of 
public sympathy for the man 
who has won more Olympic 
medals than any other Briton. 

The Daily Mirror said it had 
been “besierad by calls of com- 
plaint,” following Coe's omis- 
sion and said the 31-year-old 
“had been treated like dirt.” 

It added: Coe's history is not 
about winning at the British 
trials. It is peaking for Olympic 
golds. 

“Therefore, Coe must get the 
chance to end his glittering career 
on the biggest stage of all — the 
Olympic Games in SeouL" 


US athletes fail drug test at trials 


COLORADO SPRINGS, 
Colo., Aug 10. ( Reuter): US ath- 
letics competitors tested positive 
for banned substances at both 
the US Olympic trials and US 
National Championships, 
officials said yesterday. 

While refusing to name the 
athletes or say if they were mem- 
bers of the US athletics team for 
Seoul, the officials, who 
represent the US Olympic Com- 
mittee (USOC) and the US 
national governing body for ath- 
letics. confirmed lo Reuters there 
had been positive laboratory 
tests for substances banned by 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee ( IOC) at the two meetings. 

And some of the athletes who 
tested positive at the US cham- 
pionships in June were allowed 
to compete in the Olympic trials a 


month later while their appeals 
were being heard, one of the 


officials said. 

The positive tests, however, 
did not involve Florence Grif- 
fith-Joyner, Jackie Joyner-Ker- 
see and Steve Lewis, who set 
world records at the Olympic 
trials, Bemy Wagner, national 
coach/co-ordinator for the Ath- 
letics Congress (TAC) of the US, 
said in a telephone interview 
from a US Olympic training site 
in Santa Barbara, California. 

Negative 

“We had their samples sent to 
Canada for lesting and they all 
were negative," Wagner said. 

But other athletes at the July 
15-23 trials in Indianapolis did 
test positively. Dr Robert Voy. 
USOC chief medical offioer, told 
Reuters. 

“We had positive (Lab) tests, 
but all of the test are not in,” Voy 
said at USOC headquarters in 
Colorado Springs. 


He declined to say how'many 
athletes were involved. 

But he said an appeals process 
for the affected athletes would be 
completed before the September 
17 Olympics and no athlete who 
failed final tests for substances 
and lost his or her appeals would 
be permitted to compete in 
Seoul. 

Wagner said he had no infor- 
mation from Voy concerning the 
Olympic trials testing, but he did 
confirm there were positive tests 
at the US National Champion- 
ships in June at Tampa. Florida. 

“Yes, there were some 
positives at TAC (the US cham- 
pionships) and some of them did 
appear in the trials,” Wagner 
said. “But I cannot tell you who. 

“I'm also not at liberty to say 
how many, but it was not a great 
number and it was definitely less 
than a dozen.”

Colombia’s world bantam- 
weight boxing champion Miguel 
‘Happy’ Lora denied yesterday 
having used drugs before last 
week's title fight against US 
challenger Alberto Davila.

Johnson ready to set new world record 


SESTRIERE. Italy. Aug 10, 
(Agencies): Ben Johnson, the 
world 1 00- metre spring cham- 
pion. predicted today that he will 
set a new world murk between 
9.75-9.78 seconds this year, and 
not necessarily in the Olympic 
final in Scout. 

“My legs arc 100 per cent 
ready foran Oly mpie title and for 
a new world record. . .the record 
can happen anytime, also before 
Seoul." said the 26-year-old 
from Toronto, who is the holder 
of the world record of 9. S3 
seconds. 

The Canadian, who had been 
sidelined for about three months 
with a leg muscle injury, made his 
prediction in this Italian Alpine 
resort where he will compete in a 
prestigious track meet tomo- 
rrow. including US slar-sprin- 
ters Carl Lewis. Calvin Smith 
and Joe Deloach. 

Races will be run in the highest 
European track, at 2.050 metres 
abote sea-level, and experts say 
altitude could help in setting new 
world records. 

Lewis, who finished second to 
Johnson in the 100-melre final at 
the 1987 World Championships 
in Rome, will compete in the 200- 
metre race, avoiding a showd- 
own with his Canadian rival in 
t he shone r distance. 

Johnson said: “It’s Lewis who 
docs not race with me. Even

though Lewis is racing at this 
meet, as long as he's not in my 
race, it does not matter.’' 

Relations between Johnson 
and his American rival arc 
known lo be cool but the Can- 
adian sprinter said smiling 
broadly, “I like everybody, also 
Lewis.” 

Johnson said he only run once 
in altitude, at Provo. Utah, last 
year. 


“I clocked 10.09 seconds des- 
pite a leg cramp I feel I can 

make 9.8 here, if weather is good . 
1 checked the track. It's very 
fast.” 

He said he will compete in the 
meets in Zurich. Berlin and 


Cologne before the Olympics. 
“1 believe I will face Lewis on 


“I believe I will face Lewis only 
in Seoul. He's not yet ready for 
the 100 metres. He will be fit by 
the Olympics however,” John- 


son said. 

He ruled out the possibility he 
can run the 200 metres during 
this season. 

“I don’t want to change my 
training. I want to concentrate 
on the 100 this year.” 

The world champion, who ran 
a wind-aided 9.9 seconds in the 
100- metre finals at the Canadian 
national championships last 
Saturday, will face fellow -Can- 
adian Desai Williams and 
Americans Joe Deloach, Mike 
March, Harvey Glance and Den- 
nis Mitchell in the 100-metre race 
at the newly-built Sestriere track. 

Lewis will compete against 
fellow- Americans Calvin Smith 
and Heard Floyd and France's 
Gilles Quecherve in the 200. 

While in Italy, Johnson will 
also run the relay race on the 
Canadian team in the Adriatic 
resort of Cesenatico Saturday. 

His entourage disclosed that 
Japanese organisers are trying to 
set up a Lewis- Johnson 100- 
metre challenge in Tokyo after 
the Olympics. 

“Negotiations are in pro- 
gress,” Johnson's manager said. 

Italy's Pietro Mennca, 36, who 
still holds the 19.72 second world 
200 metres record he set in 1979, 
has pulled out of the meeting 
saying he wanted to run instead 
on Wednesday evening in Gros- 
seto where he started a comeback 


bid a year ago. 

The East German women have 
come to Sestierein force.
